SenatorH  who  cast  the  negative  votea 
were  Oronna.  of  North  Dakota,  La  Fol- 
lette  of  Wlaconaln.  Norrla  of  Nebraska. 
Lane  of  Oregon,  Stone  of  Missouri,  and 
Vardaman  of  Miaslaalppl.  The  war  reso- 
lution waa  paaaed  by  the  Senate  tonight 
by  a  vote  of  82  to  6.  It  goea  to  the 
Houoe,  where  debate  will  begin  tomor- 
row at  10  o'clock,  to  continue  until  ac- 
tion la  taken. 

The  resolution,  drafted  after  consul- 
tation with  the  State  Department  and 
already  accepted  by  the  Houae  Commit- 
tee, says  the  state  of  war  thruat  upon 
the  United  Statea  by  Germany  la  for- 
mally declared,  and  directs  the  Presi- 
dent to  employ  the  entire  military  and 
naval  forces  and  the  resourcea  of  the 
Government  to  carry  on  the  war  and 
bring  it  to  a  successful  termination. 
Ho  Deuionetretton 
Action  In  the  Senate  came  Juat  after 
11  o'clock  at  the  cloBe  of  a  debate  that 
had -lasted  continuously  alnce  10  o'clock 
this  morning.  The  climax  was  reached 
late  In  the  afternoon,  when  Senator 
John  Sharp  Williams  denounced,  a  speech 
by  Senator  La  Kollette  as  more  worthy 
of  Herr  von  Bethmann-Hollweg  than  of 
an  American  Senator.  ,■  ' 

The  passage  of  the  resolution  was  not 
marked  by  any  outburst  from  the  gal- 
lery, and  on  the  floor  the  Senatora  them" 
aelvea  wera  unuaually  grave  and  Quiet. 
Maw.  ft*  them  anawererd  to  their  names 
In  volceaflhat  quivered'  with  emotion. 

The  galleries,  were  nlled  to  overflow- 
ing, and  on  the  floor'  back  of  the  Sena- 
tora' aeata  were  almost  half  the  mem- 
bership of  the  houae.  In  the  diplomatic 
gallery  waa  Secretary  Lansing,  Counsel- 
lor Polk,  of  the  State  Department,  Min- 
ister Calderon,  of  Bolivia;  and  Minister 
Kkengren,  of  Sweden.  Earlier  in  the 
evening  Dr.  Rltter,  the  Swiss  minister 
in  charge  of  German  Interests  in  this 
countryi  had  been  present.  Secretary 
McAdoo  waa  on  the  floor  during  the  laat 
few  houra  of  the  debate.  The  laat  name 
waa  called,  and  when  the  clerk  an- 
nounce* the  vote.  82  to  6.  there  waa 
hardly  a  murmur  of  applauee. 

The  great  crowd  was  awed  by  the  sol- 
emnlty  of  the  occasion  and  sobered  by 
the  speeches  they  liad  heard. 

After  the  vote  was  announced  the  Sen- 
ate remained  In  session  only  a  few  min- 
utes The  galleries  began  to  empty  at 
onoe.  and  the  senators  themselves,  tired 
out  by  the  long  day.  left  quickly.  The 
Senate  adjourned  until  noon  on  Friday 
to  await  action  by  the  Houae. 

Mr.  SaJToUette  Vre-Oerata* 
Pralalng  the  character  and  eervicea 
of  Garman-Amerlcanj  in  thla  country. 
Senator  LaFolletta  aald  they  now  are 
being  "dogged  by  aecret  aervtoe  men." 
He  denied  that  any  one  government  la 
raapoaible  for  the  war,  aaylng  it  waa 
caused  by  European  aecret  diplomacy, 
and  citing  the  Anglo-Morocco  aecret 
treaty  aa  "the  moat  reprehensible,  dla- 
honest  and  perjured  of  records." 

"England  flrat  began  the  ruthleaa 
naval  warfare."  he  charged,  "by  repu- 
diating tha  Declaration  of  London." 

Senator  Knox,  of  Pennsylvania,  Inter- 
rupted to  auggeat  that  England  did  not 
ratify  the  declaration.  Senator  LaFol- 
^lette  replied  that  Brltiah  repreaentatlvaa 
atgned  it,  and  Senator  Stone  aaid  Eng- 
land had  not  actually  ratified  It. 

It  has  pleased  thoae  who  have  been 
conducting  thla  campaign  through  tha 
preaa  (for  war)  to  make  a  Jumble  of  la- 
uuee,"  continued  Senator  LaFollotte,  un- 
til now  It  la  Impossible  to  get  intelli- 
gent anawera  regarding  the  real  Issues. 
They  aay  Americana  are  being  killed  by 
German  aubmarlnea.  We  hove  not  a  leg 
to  atand  on  in  support  of  thla  war  de- 
claration." 

That  the  United  States  did  not  pro- 
teat  mora  vigorously  agalnat  the  Brlt- 
iah mine  Held  blockade  waa  a  great 
lnlatake,  the  senator  aald,  "and  tha  rani 
and  primary  causa  of  an  American  war 
declaration." 

"Wo  have  wallowed  in  the  mlra  at 
the  feet  of  Great  Britain  and  submitted 
In  alienee  to  her  dictation."  he  con- 
tinued, "becauae  we  acquiesced,  we  have 
a  legal  and  moral  responsibility  to  Gar. 
many>  Thua  we  have  been  actively  aid- 
ing her  enemy  in  starving  German  wo- 
men, children  and  old  men.  Germany 
waits  three  long  months  for  thla  Gov- 
ernment to  protest.  In  principle,  there- 
for*. Germany  had  the  right  to  deetroy 
ahtpe  by  aubmarlnea  and  mlnee  tn  her 
own  blockade  aone.  Germany  la  doing 
only  what  England  la  doing. 

"Germany  has  bean  patient  with  ua. 
•tending  atrlctly  on  her  rtght  to  he  ac- 
corded  tha  aame  treatment   aa  England 

by  ua." 

When  Senator  LaFollette  concluded  he 
had  been  speaking  for  mora  than  throe 

houra.

LONDON,  April  4. — Lord  MUncr  and 
Mr.  Arthur  Henderson,  of  the  War  Coun- 
cil, have  bean  inalructod  to  inveatigate 
the  management  and  working  of  the 
National  Service  scheme.  For  some 
time  thla  branch  of  tha  Government  has 
cauaed  concern.  The  Dally  Mall  reports, 
the  results  having  not  been  satisfac- 
tory, and  lately  the  part  taken  by  the 
employment  exchanges  has  caused  fric- 
tion. 

The  National  Service  Department  waa 
organized  laat  December  to  aee  that 
everybody  did  his  duty,  and  especially 
to  provide  labor  for  Important  Indus- 
tries, notably  to  concerna  furnishing 
munitions  and  other  supplies  to  the 
Government. 

Mr.  Neville  Chamberlain,  second  aon 
of  tha  lato  Joseph  Chamberlain,  was 
chosen  director  of  national  aervice.  He 
waa  than  Lord  Mayor  of  Birmingham, 
and  raalgned  in  order  to  devote  all  his 
energies  to  the  scheme.  The  press  be- 
ban  tn  February  to  criticize  his  man- 
agement, and  the  dissatisfaction  with 
his  methods  has   Increased. 


Shows  Need  of  More  Men 


on  the  ground  of  neceaalty;  the  aenator 
from  Wlaconaln  puta  It  on  the  aame 
footing  aa  Great  Brltaln'a  Interference 
with  our  commerce. 

"I  fully  expected  the  aenator  from 
Wiaconstn  before  he  took  his  aeat  to 
defend  the  invasion  of  Belgium,  the 
most  barbarous  act  ever  committed.  I 
heard  from  him  a  speech  that  was  pro- 
German,  pro-Goth,  pro-Vandal  and 
which  was  antl-Presldent.  anti-Congress 
and  anti-American. 

"While  pronouncing  an  eulogy  on  the 
German  peaple,  he  might  have  eulogized 
very  much  greater,  better,  and  more  in- 
telligent people,  the  Americana.  His 
apeech  was  exactly  what  might  have 
been  delivered  in  the  German  Reichstag 
by  von  Bethmann-Hollweg,  If  von  Beth- 
mann-Hollweg had  the  audacity.  But 
von  Bethmann-Hollweg  had  too  much 
sense,  too  much  knowledge  to  make  that 
apeech." 

At  thla  point,  Senator  LaFollette  left 
the  chamber,  but  remained  in  the  cloak 
room  a  while,  within  hearing  distance. 
Murdered  imortnaas 
Continuing,  Senator  Williams  aald  he 
heard  in  Imagination  the  groans  of  men, 
women  and  children  sent  to  watery 
graves  by  German  submarines. 

"But  the  Senator  from  Wisconsin 
hears  none  of  them,"  said  the  Mississ- 
ippi Senator.  "I  have  loved  the  Wiscon- 
sin Senator;'  In  a  way.  until  recently,  but 
I  have  no  patience  with  any  man  who 
standa  up  In  the  Senato  at  thla  time, 
applauding  the  common  enemy,  who 
also  la  tha  enemy  of  the  human  race, 
and  has  not  one  word  In  praise  for  tha 
American     President   or   the     American

"If  the  American  people  cannot  be 
aroused  td  patriotic  fervor,  ther  ate  de- 
generate aone  of  noble  sirea  We  are 
Involved  in  this  war  now,  not  by  Con- 
greas;  wa  are  Involved  by  the  German 
Kaiaer.  I  Join  the  President  In  express- 
In  k  no  hoatlllty  agalnat  the  German 
people  themselves  I  lived  among  them 
for  two  years. 

"The  Senator  from  Wisconsin  labored 
to  establish  an  Identity  of  purpose  and 
action  in  the  violations  of  our  neutral 
rlghta  by  Great  Britain.  He  proved  that 
he  did  not  know  the  difference  between 
a  prize  court  and  a  torpedo.  Great  Brit- 
ain has  drowned  none  of  dur  citizens. 

"I  am  a  little  tired  of  utterances  like 
that  of  the  Senator  from  Wisconsin  de- 
nouncing the  Entente  Allies.  He  en- 
deavora  to  twist  the  Brltiah  lion'a  tall. 
Demagogues'  have  been  doing  that  ever 
since  the  revolution,  but'  it  is  a  matter 
of  hlatory  that  moat  of  tha  people  of 
England  were  agalnat  the  war  on  the 
colonies. 

War  Inevitable 

"Which  would  you  rather  do,  fight 
Germany  now  with  Franca,  Great  Brit- 
ain and  Russia,  or  fight  her  alone 
later?  You've  got  to  do  one  or  tha 
other.  I  tell  you  If  Germany  does  win 
that  fight  on  the  continent  of  Europe, 
she  will  begin  building  and  getting  ready 
to  whip  us  unless  the  English  fleet  pre- 
vents It." 

"Referring  to  the  Wlaconaln  Senator's 
atatement  that  the  United  States  haa 
nothing  to  loae,  no  matter  which  wlna 
the    war.    Senator   Williams  eatd: 

"Let  g  aee.  We  have  no  honor,  no  re- 
gard for  the  future  sovereignty  of  our 
country,  no  regard  for  our  flag?  la 
sentiment  mere  rot?  Is  patriotism  rot? 
Is  there  nothing  precious  except  money? 
I'm  getting  tired  of  this  talk  that  thla 
Is  a  Wall  Street  war.  That's  a  lie.  Wall 
Street  did  not  alnk  the  Lualtanla.  tha 
Arabic,  the  Suaaex,  and  thoae  other 
ships.  I'm  tired  of  Ilea  like  tn-u.  and 
I  think  It  Is  the  duty  of  the  American 
Gcngresa  and  people  to  brand  them'  aa 
Ilea." 

Senator  Williams  seld  the  resolution 
did  not  propose  that  the  United  States 
enter  the  European  war.  but  that  It  ge 
Into  an  American  war.  to  protect  Amer- 
ican rights  and  for  tha  sake  of  honor. 
Justice,  safety,  liberty,  and  equality. 
Once  at  war,  he  declared,  the  Unite* 
Statea  should  stay  until  it  became  as- 
sured that  the  houaea  of  Hohenaollarn 
and  Hapsburg  would  no  longer  reign  In 
Germany  and  Austria,  and  that  the  Turk 
would  be  forced  back  Into  Asia.

Effect  on  Fortunes  of  King

LONDON,  April  4.— The  Russian  rev- 
olution has  thrown  a  different  light  up- 
on Greek  affairs,  and  the  correspondent 
can  state  on  excellent  authority  opened 
the  eyes  of  those  who  heretofore  pro- 
tested agalnat  a  change  In  the  form  of 
the  Hellenic  government.  They  now 
realise  that  it  would  be  folly  to  con- 
tinue aupportlng  King  Conatantlne,  who 
admittedly  la  in  dally  communication 
with  Berlin  and  Is  surrounded,  even  lr. 
hla  own  family,  by  German  Influence, 
when  by  awlnglng  the  Influence  of  the 
Entente  solidly  to  the  Veneaeltst  move- 
ment they  could  gain  the  full  participa- 
tion of  Greece  in  the  war. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George's  Government  real- 
izes that  there  is  great  discontent  at 
the  Entente's  Greek  policy,  and  that  It 
may  show  Itself  at  any  time.  Perhaps 
an  Incident  In  the  House  of  Commons 
on  Monday  la  the  forerunner  of  more 
serious  events.  The  peace  discussion  is 
Interspersed  with  references  to  the  dan- 
ger .  of  King  Conatantlne  Interfering 
with  the  Macedonian  campaign  and  allu- 
sions/to  the  dHBcultiea  M.  Ver-izelos  en- 
countered in  getting  permission  to  send 
his  aoldlers  to  light  side  by  side  with 
these  of  the  Allies. 

The  incident  was  brought  up  on  Mon- 
day by  the  re-openlng  of  the  queestlon 
whether  or  not  the  Entente  intended  to 
offer  further  support  to  M.  Venizelos. 
Point  waa  given  to  the  queation  by  the 
Increasing  evidence  that  popular  senti- 
ment In  Greece  demands  that  VenlzeloB 
have  a  free  hand  In  working  out  a  new 
and  democratic  form  of  government,  so 
that  Greece  will  enter  the  war  on  the 
side  Of  the  Allies,  ousting  every  vestige 
of-  pro-Germanism. 

Mr.  Arthur  Lynch,  Nationalist,  asked 
Mr.  Balfour,  the  Foreign  Secretary,  in 
the  Houae  of  Commons,  whether  the 
Government  was  cognizant  of  the  par- 
allel of  the  situation  in  Greece  now  and 
that  formerly  existing  in  Russia,  King 
Constantine  representing  Czardom  and 
protecting  pro-Germanism.  Mr.  Balfour 
evaded  the  queation  by  saying  that  his- 
torical parallels  are  dangerous. 

Mr.  Lynch  characterized  the  Foreign 
Office  policy  toward  Greece  aa  weak  and 
cowardly,  declaring  that  M.  Ventzeloa 
asserted  In  a  recent  Interview  that  the 
Allies  gave  him  their  support  only  upon 
hla  promise  that  hla  revolu\>nary 
movement  should  not  aaaume  an  antl- 
dynaetlc  form.

>"TX)NDON.  April  4.— Sweden  and  Hol- 
land, according  to  delayed  reports  re- 
ceived hers,  are  adjusting  their  dlfflcul- 
tioa  with  the  Entente  that  the  blockade 
of  Germany  may  be  made  more  effective. 

Sweden  had  long  been  rather  anti- 
Ally  and  correspondingly  pro-German 
because  she  feared  Russian  aggression. 
The  Russian  revolution,  and  certain 
pledges  that  are  understood  to  havs 
been  mads,  havs  largely  removed  this 
fear,  and  the  country  la  disposed  to  fol- 
low Its  natural  democratic  bent  and  give 
Its  sympathise  to  tha  Allies.  Holland" a 
relations  with  Great  Britain  havs  been 
difficult  of  late,  hot  are  now  getting 
better. 

In  both  cases  the  American  situation 
resulted  to  the  advantage  of  the  Allies, 
convincing  Sweden  and  Holland  that 
Oermany  had  loot  nil  hope  of  winning, 
and  turihmmor*.  tha  now  Swedish  prem- 
ier.

LONDON.  April  4—  General  Sir  William 
B  lloberiaon.  chief  of  the  imperial  staff  at 
army  headquarters,  addressed  a  conference 
of  trades  unionists  today  for  the  purpose 
of  explaining  the  Government's  proposals 
on  the  question  of  man  power.  General 
Robertson  emphasised  the  fact  that  while 
the  War  Offtee  was  not  a  leech,  it  must 
ha**  .more  -TIT  f  jMjfrli!*"'  *■■»*«*»  gU 
fort*  the'  enemy  wa*  now  making.  His: 
speech  as  oftteially  given  out  waa  In  part 
as   follows]  i 

"Our  progress  with  tne  war  Is  bound  to 
be  slow  because  of  the  colossal  numbers 
engaged,  and  becauso  Germany  derived  a 
great  advantage  at  the  start.  It  Is  a  diffi- 
cult and  long  business  to  make  up  for  a 
bad    start. 

"As  to  the  retreat  from  the  Sommo.  the 
pessimists  say  Germany  Is  making  fools 
of  us  abd  laying  traps.  We  are  not  In  any 
way  disturbed  by  her.  At  all  times  Pessi- 
mists are  cowards,  while  in  war  time  they 
may  be  classed  aa  frimlnals.  The  opti- 
mists say  Germany  is  defeated,  and  is 
therefore  retreating.  Both  are  wrong. 
To  Avoid  Punishment 
••Germany  is  retiring  because  she  dare 
not  stand  up  to  further  punishment  in  the 
positions  she  occupied.  No  one  retires  In 
war  voluntarily.  But  sho  Is  not  yet  beaten. 
She  is  going  back  in  the  hope  of  becoming 
stronger,  and  numerically  she  is  stronger 
now  than  at  any  time  during  the  war.  Hhe 
has  now  many  more  divisions  in  the  field 
than  last  year,  and  has  increased  the  num- 
ber of  her  soldiers  by  about  one  million. 
We  must  meet  this  desperate  enemy  effort, 
and  roust  have  men.  We  ought  not  to  ex- 
pect to  win  a  war  such  as  this  unless  and 
until  every  man  and  woman  in  the  coun- 
try does  a  full  days  work  of  an  essential 
nature.  Our  immediate  need  la  a  halt  mil- 
lion   men   between    now   and    July. 

•Don't  think  I  am  despondent.  I  am 
perfectly  confident  of  success,  provided  we 
remain  determined  to  win.  But  the  way 
to  victory  may  be  long  and  certainly  will 
0e   hard." 

Submarine  Menace 
Admiral  Sir  John  B.  Jelllcoe,  First  Sea 
L*>rd.  another  speaker,  referring  to  sub- 
marines, ventured  the  belief  that  there 
never  was  a  more  difficult  task  than  deal- 
ing   with    them    set    to   any   navy. 

In  order  to  give  secur^y.  the  Admiralty 
had  large  numbers  of  small  craft,  in  thla 
connection  he  appealed  to  the  workers  to 
do  their  utmost  to  turn  out  these  small 
craft   as   well   as   merchant   ships. 

Nobody  in  England,  said  the  Admiral, 
totalised  the  gravity  of  the  submarine 
nace.  There  was  not  a  sole  sovereign 
remedy  ror  submarining— a  combination  of 
devices  was  necessary,  and  fresh  schemes 
were  dally  Introduced.  While  It  was  a 
fact  that  the  submarines  were  not  by  any 
means  getting  eff  scot  free.

Wastage    la   Great 
The    Karl    of    Derby,    Secretary    of    State 
for  War,  in  moving  in  the  House  of  Lords 
today  the  second  reading  of  the  bill  to  re- 
view   military    exemptions,    said: 

"We  lost  more  than  400  doctors,  killed 
or  wounded  In  the  battle  of  the  Somme 
alone,  and  at  the  present  moment  ws  are— 
1  won't  say  critically — but  lamentably  short 
of  medical  men,  and  I  am  afraid  we  will 
continue  to  be  In   the  Immediate  future." 

The  War  Secretary,  while  regretting  the 
necessity  of  Introducing  the  bill,  said  that 
extensive  and  more  drastic  measures  weald 
be  required  to  secure  for  the  army  the 
men   needed.

The    remarks     of   the      speaker 
were  not  rellahed  by  some  of  the  Gov- 
ernment supporters  and  In  the  course  of 
the  debate  considerable  heat  waa  engen- 
dered.    Mr.  Cowper  waa  called  to  order 
three  times  by  Mr.  Speaker  and  on  one 
occasion     he     appealed     to     the     House 
against  the  ruling  of  Mr.  Speaker,  a  dl- 
vlalon  followed  and  Mr.  Cowper  himself. 
with    Dr.   Mcintosh,   one   of   hla   Liberal 
colleaguea  of  Vancouver,  sided  with  tha 
Opposition.

Under  a  Olond 
In  the  course  of  hla  remarks  it  developed 
that  Mr.  Cowper  has  not  attended  any 
of  the  numerous  caucus  meetings  held 
by  the  Government  party  alnce  the  ses- 
sion opened.  It  appeared  that  after  he 
was  elected  a  Liberal  paper.  The  Bun.  of 
Vancouver,  had  cast  aspersions  upon  hie 
bona  fidea  aa  a  member  of  the  Liberal 
party.

Mr.   Cowper   urged  /hat   there   should 
be   no     ro -organization      of   the   present 
service  until  the  Commissioner  was  ap- 
pointed.     Such   an   aaaurance    from    the 
Premier,  coupleu  with  the  taking  of  the 
House  Into  tne  confidence  of   the  Gov- 
ernment aa  to  who  would   get  the  ap- 
pointment to  the  Office  of  Commissioner 
would,  he   believed,  convince  tha  people 
of    the   bona   fides   of   the   Government.

PARIS,  April  4. — In  their  operationa 
between  the  Somme  and  the  Olae  the 
French  captured  a  dominating  position  ■ 
of  much  importance  along  the  line  of 
villages  of  Grugles,  Urvtllers  and  Moy, 
running  from  south  to  aoutheast  of  St.

The  War  Office  alao  officially  reporta 
tha  precipitate  withdrawal  of  the  Ger- 
mans from  three  lines  of  trenchea 
north  of  the  Kolte farm,  in  the  same 
sector,  under  an  Irresistible  attack. 
The  text  of  the  statement  reada: 
"During  the  course,  of  the  day, 
despite  violent  snow  squalls  and  the 
soaked  condition  of  the  ground,  our 
troops  continued  to  push  back  the  en- 
emy along  the  whole  front  between  the 
Somme  and  the  Olse.  They  drove  him 
from  a  very  important  position  mark- 
ed by  the  villages  of  Grugiea,  Urvll- 
lera  and  Moy,  which  were  captured  by 
our    troopa. 

Throws  Into  Disorder 
"North  of  the  Folle  Farm,  the  Ger- 
mana,  thrown  Into  dlaorder  by  the  ir- 
resistible attack  of  our  soldiers,  pre- 
cipitately abandoned  three  lines  of 
trenches,  which  were  protected  by 
wire  entanglements,  leaving  behind 
their  wounded  and  important  material. 
Three  howltxers  of  160  millmeters  and 
several  lorries  of  the  air  squadrons 
fell   Into  our   possession.  ^ 

"South  of  the  AUette  River  there 
haa  been  no  change.  Violent  artillery 
fighting  took  place  In  the  region  of 
Margival   and  Laffaux. 

"In  the  Woevre  our  long  range  guna 
caught  under .  their  fire  enemy  detach- 
ment reported  In  the  Vlgneullea  rail- 
way station.  An  .  Intermittent  cannon- 
ade occurred  on  the  reat  of  the  front. 
In  the  Vosges  a  German  alrahlp  was 
brought  down  by  tha  fire  of  our  spe- 
cial guns. 

"Belgian  communication— -The  field 
and  trench  artillery  have. boon  active. 
day  as  well  as  night,  in  the  direction 
of  Dixmude,  the  Ferryman's  House  and 
Het  Sas.  The  enemy  bombarded  Rams- 
cappelle." 

Another  Tillage  Taken 
LONDON,  April   4. — Tonight's  official 
communication  says: 

"The  enemy  made  a  determined  coun- 
ter-attack during  the  night  In  an  en- 
deavor to  recover  the  six  guns  cap- 
tured on  Monday  west  of  St.  Quentin.

LONDON.  April  «.— The  following 
communication  Issued  by  the  Canadian 
War  records  office,  covers  activity  by 
the  Canadian  corps  from  March  25  to 
April  1: 

A    year   ago    tha    proportion    of   rain, 
hall   and    sleet,    which      has      been    ex- 
perienced during  the  last  week  on  the 
Canadian  corps   front   would   have   been 
aald    to    have    brought    operations     al- 
most   to    a    standstill.      Today    weather 
has    little    effect    on    minor    operations. 
There  are  no   "quiet"   days   in   the  old 
sense  of  the  terra.     Tha  old  stagnation 
of   trench    warfare  Is   disappearing.   Al- 
most nightly  there  are  raids  on  one  or 
the   other   parts     of     the    front.       Tha 
enemy  Is  given  no  peace.  Our  artillery 
pounds    hie    defences    and    communica- 
tion trenches,  night  and  day  unceasing- 
ly.    When,  he   is    not    being   raided    by 
night     our      patrols      are      constantly 
searching      "No     Man's     Land."      often 
reaching   the  enemy's  wire  and  trench- 
es and  bringing  back  valuable  informa- 
tion   as    to    the   state   of    his    defences 
and   his   methods   of    holding    the   11ns. 
Seven   Balds 
The    records      of     minor     operations 
carried  out  since  last  Sunday   included 
seven    raids   in   all.    As    usual,  a  num- 
ber   of    prisoners    were    taken. 

One  night  and  early  one  morning, 
small  parties  .  of  a  certain  famous 
regiment  crossed  "No  Man's  Land"  and 
entered  the  enemy's  lines.  On  both  oc- 
casions much  damage  was  done  to 
dugouts  and  refences  and  in  a  second 
raid  a  German  peat  was  driven  from_ 
lta  position  in  a  crater.  Our  men  oc- 
cupied the  position  for  a  ahort  time, 
inflicting  heavy  casualties  on  the  re- 
treating enemy  with  their  own  bombs, 
which  they  had  left  behind  in  their 
hurry    to    get    away. 

Another  evening  a  raid  was  carried 
out.  A  party  went  over  the  enemy's 
trenches,  and  finding  the  line  strongly 
held  proceeded  to  drive  the  enemy  Into 
his  support  line.  In  the  process  five 
Germans  were  captured  and  the  usual 
ruin  w*s  made  of  his  dugouts  and 
defences. 

The  enemy's  retaliation  for  this  lit- 
tle enterprise  was  not  long  delayed, 
and  unfortunately  one  of  their  shells 
caught  three  of  the  prisoners  and  their 
escort  on  their  way  back  to  our  lines. 
On  another  occasion  we  drove  an 
enemy  post  from  his  advanced  posi- 
tion in  a  crater.  In  their  counter-at- 
tack the  enemy  suffered  losses  from 
our  accurate  machine  gun  Are.  The 
first  raid .  in  April  was  reported  with 
the  capture  of  some  prisoners.  Nine 
dugouts  which  were  known  to  be  oc- 
cupied were  bombed.  In  addition,  many 
dead  were   seen   in   the   enemy's   line. 

To  these  daring  raids  the  only  re- 
ply of  the  enemy  has  been  feeble 
counter-attacks.  On  no  occasion  have 
our  trenches  been   entered. 

Expect   German  "Tanks" 
CANADIAN      HEADQUARTERS       IN 
FRANCE,    via      London,    April    4. — (By 
the  Canadian   Overseas  Correspondent). 

Twenty-four    hours    of    snowfall    has 

caused  a  suspension  of  artillery  activ- 
ity along  the  Canadian  front.  Artil- 
lery fire  had  lately  increased  along  the 
front,  and  at  some  points  had  become 
violent.  The  melting  snow  has  chang- 
ed the  roads  into  quagmires  and  great- 
ly increased  transportation  dlfncuKJes. 
The  Canadians  are  watching  for  the 
appearance  of  German  "tanks."  which 
they  regard  as  a  very  possible  develop- 
ment. The  value  of  tanks  In  the 
German  defence  would  be  considerable, 
and  the  enemy  doubtless  would  conceal 
them  as  long  as  possible.  On  the  Rus- 
sian front  the  Teutons  have  used  ar- 
mored cars  not  unlike  the  British 
tanks  with  which  to  cut  wire.  It  is 
thought  here  that,  having  finally  de- 
termined to  make  a  stand  the  enemy 
will  use  everything  at  his  command 
to  make  good   his  position.

LONDON,  April  4.— The  British  na- 
tion tonight  is  awaiting  with  the  same 
breathless  impatience  as  the  American 
people  the  decision  of  Congress,  whose 
proceedings  are  fully  reported  in  the 
English  press.  The  present  mood  of 
the  British  public  Is  perplexed.  On 
the  one  hand  they  have  daily  evidence 
from  the  Western  front  of  the  splen- 
did success  of  the  Allies'  continuing 
advance;  on  the  other  hand  the  War 
Office  is  constantly  insisting  upon  the 
urgency  of  providing  more  men,  warn- 
ing the  country  that  still  greater  sec- 
rlflces  than  any  yet  endured  will  be 
needed. 

There  were   two  Instances  of  this  to- 
day.    General    Robertson,   Chief 'of   the 
Imperial    Staff    at    army    headquarters, 
declared    that    the     Oermana    are    now 
stronger    hy    a    million      men    than     at 
any   time  before  and  that   the  struggle 
will    entail   heavy   sacrifices  and   great- 
er   determination.      Winston    Churchill, 
In   the   House   of   Commons   referred   to 
America's  entry  Into  the  war  as  "God- 
granted    aid      to      struggling    Christen- 
dom."   and    declared    that    but    for    this 
aid,    no  prudent    man    could    have    said 
that   the   issue  of   the  war  was  settled. 
Is    Pessimistic 
Never  since  the  victory  of  the  Marne 
had  the  position  been  more  serious,  add- 
ed Mr.  Churchill,  and  even  with  Ameri- 
ca  in    the   struggle,    a    most   oppressive 
situation  lay  before  the  nation,  and   the 
most  vehement  efforts  were  needed.  The 
IHo¥t   terrible   months  of  the  war  were 
coming,   and    It    would    only    be    by    the 
highest     wisdom,     utmost     daring     and 
truest      comradeship     that      the     Allies 
should  come  safely  through. 

Paced  by  these  gloomy  predictions, 
the  people,  who  a  few  weeks  ago,  were 
not  Inclined  to  believe  In  any  practical 
assistance  the  United  States  could  ren- 
der, even  If  she  came  into  the  war.  have 
now  a  tendency  to  go  to  the  other  ex- 
treme and  hope  for  everything  from 
American  co-operation. 

The  American  Ambassador,  Walter  H. 
Page,  today  had  another  prolonged  con- 
ference with  Mr.  Balfour,  Secretary  for 
Foreign  Affairs,  and  the  American  nav- 
al attache  was  in  close  communication 
with  Admiralty  officials  on  naval  co- 
operation. All  reports  of  American 
war  preparations  were  read  with  eager- 
ness and  satisfaction. 

An  Interesting  phase  of  the  situation 
is  the  renewed  peace  talk,  and  although 
Premier  Lloyd  George,  questioned  in  the 
House  of  Commons  today,  said  he  was 
not  aware  of  any  peace  terms  being 
suggested  by  the  Central  Governments, 
there  Is  a  very  general  belief  that  the 
reports  from  Vienna  and  in  inspired 
German  papers  of  renewed  peace  tenta- 
tlves  are  well  founded  and  that  the  con- 
ference of  the  two  emperors  and  high 
officials  of  the  Central  Empires  at  Ger- 
man headquarters  is  likely  to  have  a 
striking  sequel  which  wonld  not  be  un- 
connected with  the  entry  of  the  United 
States  into  the  war.

Major-General  Scott,  chief  of  staff, 
will  explain  the  plan  and  military  rea- 
sons tor  the  need  to  train  the  number 
of  men  the  bill  will  produce.  This  Is 
believed  to  be  not  less  than  f.OOO.OvO  to 
be  trained  within  two  years. 

In  the  Navy  Department  Secretary 
Daniels  announced  that  contracts  for 
approximately  200  submarine  chasers  or 
coast  petrol  vessels  bad  been  let,  and 
additional  contracts  were  being  signed 
each  day.

WASHINGTON.  April  «.— Senator 
Hitchcock.  In  charge  of  the  war  resolu- 
tion in  the  Senate,  said  today  on  the 
floor: 

"The  time  for  discussion  has  passed. 
The  President  already  has  stated  more 
clearly,  effectively,  more  conclusively 
than  I  can  the  reasons  which  make 
this  grave  step  necessary.  The  resolu- 
tion provides  for  war  against  the  Ger- 
man Government.  It  is  framed  on  the 
lines  of  other  war  resolutions.  It 
is  also  unquestionably  a  declaration  of 
war. 

"We  want  no  more  territory.  We 
will  demand  no  indemnity.  We  have 
no  historic  grudge  to  settle  nor  racial 
antipathy. 

"We  are  going  to  war  to  vindicate 
our  honor  and  independence  as  a  great 
nation  and  in  defence  of  humanity. 
Such  quarrel  as  we  have  with  Ger- 
msny   Is   not  of  our  choosing. 

"The  country  Is  ready  and  Congress 
Is  ready.  While  the  vote  has  not  been 
recorded,  the  decision  has  been  made. 
It   Is    war. 

"I  can  not  vote  against  war,"  Sen- 
ator Hitchcock  concluded,  "without  do- 
ing a  vain  and  foolish  thing.  It  would 
only  serve  to  weaken  my  country  ,  In 
the  face  of  the  enemy  and  the  world 
when  war  is  inevitable.  I  am  ready 
now  to  take  my  place  with  those  who 
will  back  up  the  President  for  the 
honor  and  protection  of  the  nation."

In  some  quarters  it  is  believed  that 
American  participation  in  the  war  will 
bring  peace  easily   nearer. 

The  terms  of  the  President's  declara- 
tion, coupled  with  the  fact  that  war  Is 
proposed  against  Germany  alone,  and 
not  against  Austria-Hungary,  has  led 
to  the  belief  that  the  United  States  will 
not  subscribe  to  the  Allies  peace  terms 
of  December  30,  although  there  is  no 
fundamental  reason  why  it  should  not 
do  so,  especially  as  now  recent  events 
in  Russia  have  made  the  revision  of 
one  particular  feature  of  these  peace 
terms  more  than  a  possibility.  The  in- 
ternational isatlon  of  the  Dardanelles  In, 
according  to  many  leaders  of  Russian 
opinion,  a  sufficient  solution  of  the 
problem  of  Russia's  access  to  the  open 
seas  which  the  Romanoff  dynasty  want- 
ed to  translate  Into  Russian  ownership 
of  the  straits,  with  the  occupation  of 
Constantinople.  With  some  revision  of 
this  and  one  or  two  particulars  of  the 
Allied  peace  terms,  America  might 
heartily  associate  herself  with  the  spirit 
of  that  declaration. 

So  far  as  the  compact  of  London  Is 
concerned,  there  Is  general  expectation 
that  America  will  be  wholly  In  accord- 
ance with  it,  even  If  the  necessity  of 
affixing  her  signature  to  that  memorable 
document  does  not  arise. 

The  idea  that  peace  may  eome  almost 
at  onoe  Is  not  held  In  responsible  quar- 
ters. Herr  Ballln's  prophecy  and  the 
suggestions  of  the  Berlin  Lokal  An- 
xleger  are  regarded  as  possibly  prelim- 
inary to  some  new  peace  manoeuvre  by 
the  Central  Powers,  but  even  those  peo- 
ple here  who  moat  believe  In  a  change 
of  heart  of  the  German  people  consider 
that  the  German  Government  is  still 
strong  enough  to  suppress  a  translation 
Into  action.  Peace  offers  may  be  made 
by  Germany,  bat  the  general  opinion 
will  be  deceived  If  they  are  anything 
but  Illusory. 


LONDON,  April  4.— From  the  Prime 
Minister  down,  all  ranks  of  the  Brit- 
ish democracy  have  been  stirred  to  the 
depths  of  feeling  by  the  declaration 
which  the  President  of  the  United  States 
made  on  behalf  of  the  American  nation. 
"Hands  across  the  sea"  Is  no  longer  an 
adequate  expression  of  the  relationship 
between  the  two  great  English-speak- 
ing peoples.  It  is  now  a  union  of 
hearts,  forged  by  the  bonds  of  a  com- 
mon fight  for  liberty  and  Justice,  the 
right  of  small  nations  and  the  cause  of 
the  common  people. 

There  are  few.  If  any,  outward  signs 
of  rejoicing  In  London.  Some  people 
expected  to  see  flags  brought  out  all 
over  the  olty.  But  the  British  metrop- 
olis has  not  acquired  Berlin's  fondness 
for  displaying  bunting,  and  even  Ameri- 
can business  houses  In  the  main  have 
refrained  from  any  demonstration, 
everywhere,  however,  there  Is  gladness 
of  heart  and  animation  of  spirit.  "It's 
a  great  day,"  Is  the  common  phrase 
heard  In  all  quarters,  high  and  low,  In 
the  Government  palaces  of  Whitehall 
and  on  the  tone  of  the  Strand  omni- 
buses. 

Xing  George  will  undoubtedly  himself 
give  expression  to  his  sentiments,  for 
ha  has  Inherited  all  the  democratic  In- 
stincts of  his  father,  Edward  VII..  who 
admired  America  and  on  numberless  oc- 
casions spoke  to  Americans  of  his  Ilk- 
hag  for  their  country  and  Its  liberty- 
loving  Institutions.  His  present  Majes- 
ty's pablio  utterances  la  regard  to  the 
situation  will,  of  course,  be  gov- 
hy  the  protocol,  but  It  may  be 
predicted  that  the  King  before  many 
are  past   will   show  how   heartily 


LONDON,  April  «.— The  following 
wounded  Canadian  officers  are  In  hos- 
pital In  France:  Lieut.

Senator  Hithcock  spoke  only  about 
20  minutes,  and  was  followed  by  Sen- 
ator Swanson,  of  Virginia,  who  said 
the  German  Government  "has  repeat- 
edly and  grossly  violated  Its  treaty 
obligations  to  us  and  wantonly  broken 
solemn  assurances." 

"The  Issue  is  not  peace  or  war,"  de- 
clared Senator  Swanson.  "War  already 
has  been  declared  upon  us.  The  issue 
is  whether  we  shall  accept  war  or  take 
an  attitude  of  abject  cowardly  submis- 
sion." 

Reciting  the  sinking  of  American 
ships  and  German  plots  and  outrages 
In  this  country,  Senator  Swanson  said 
the  Zlmmermann  plot  to  Incite  Mexico 
against  the  United  States  "reached  the 
lowest    depths   of   national    turpitude." 

"We  have  long  suspected  a  disposi- 
tion by  Germany  to  dispute  the  Monroe 
Doctrine.  Now  Is  the  time  to  teach  this 
mischief-making  German  Government 
that  our  territorial  sovereignty  can 
not  be  made  a  subject  of  war  bargain- 
ing. 

"The  advocates  of  peace  now  would 
place  upon  this  country  the  same  of  a 
still  greater  submission.  They  would 
endure  still  greater  affronts  and  suffer 
still   greater  submission." 

Germany   Mow  Waging   War 

Reciting  the  warnings  given  to  Ger- 
many against  ruthless  submarine  war, 
Senator  Swanson  asked  if  they  "were 
mere  empty  boasts  and  bluff  or  the 
solemn   voice  of   a   resolute   people?" 

"No,"'  he  answered,  "Congress  will 
not,  by  cowardly  action,  declare  that 
diplomatically  we  roar,  and  then  when 
rebuffed,  strike  with  the  gentle  hand 
of  a   woman." 

He  recited  the  sinking  of  various 
American  vessels  and  Germany's  barred 
zone  decrees  as  "tyranny  and  arro- 
gance." 

"We  have  almost  forgotten  the 
wrongs  of  the  past  In  the  outrages  of 
the  present,"  he  continued,  assorting 
that  unless  American  rights  are  upheld, 
"Old  Glory  will  be  sunk  to  low  depths 
of   shame   and   humiliation." 

"What  else  can  Germany  do  to  wage 
war  against  us?"  he  demanded.  "Armed 
neutrality  would  now  be  a  cowardly 
makeshift.  We  can  not  avoid  war. 
When  the  war-mad  autocracy  that 
rules  Germany  has  been  chastened  or 
overrun,  ties  of  friendship  now  severed 
will  be  reunited.  The  clock  of  national 
patriotism  now  strikes  for  each  of  us 
in  our  hour  of  work  and  responsi- 
bility." 

Mo  Malf-War 

Senator  Lodge,,  the  ranking  Republi- 
can member  of  the  Senate  Foreign  Re- 
lations Committee,  pledged  the  sup- 
port of  the  Republicans  to  the  Presi- 
dent, called  on  the  Government  to  seize 
all  German  ships  in  American  waters 
to  replace  those  destroyed  by  German 
submarines  and  In  passionate  terms 
called  on  the  Government  not  to  con- 
duct a  "half-war." 

Senator  Vardaman,  Democrat,  of  Mis- 
sissippi, was  the  first  to  announce  that 
he  would  vote  against  tho  war  resolu- 
tion. He  was  followed  by  Senator 
Stone,  who  announced  his  opposition, 
but  like  Vardaman,  pledged  his  support 
to  the  war  when  It  is  begun*. 
Senator  Lodge  said: 
"No  one  is  more  conscious  than  I 
that  this  Is  a  moment  for  action,  and 
not  for  debate,  but  I  wish  briefly  to 
state  why  I  support  the  resolution  with 
the  greatest  earnestness  of  which  I  am 
capable.  The  most  momentous  power 
entrusted  to  Congress  by  the  constitu- 
tion Is  the  authority  to  declare  war, 
and  never  has  Congress  been  called  to 
a  more  solemn  exercise  of  this  great 
power  than  at  this  moment.  We  have 
submitted  to  wrong  and  outrages  from 
the  Central  Powers  of  Europe  with  a 
long  patience.  We  have  borne  and  fore- 
borne  to  the  very  limit  of  endurance. 
Now  the  Inevitable  end  Is  here  and  we 
are  about  to  declare  war  against  Ger- 
many. 

Most  V orget  Party 
"Speaking  for  myself,  and  I  hope  for 
my  associates  generally  on  this  side  of 
the  Chamber,  I  desire  to  say  that  In 
this  crisis  and  when  the  country  Is  at 
war,  party  linen  will  disappear,  and  I 
am  confident  this  disappearance  of  party 
linos  will  not  be  confined  to  the  minor- 
ity. Both  Democrats  and  Republicans 
must  forget  party  In  the  presence  of  a 
common  danger. 

"We  have  only  a  very  small  army, 
and  we  must  proceed  at  onoe  aa  rapid- 
ly as  possible  to  build  up  a  larga  on* 
fit  to  defend  the  country  In  any  emerg- 


TORONTO,  April  4.— Sir  Thomas 
Tait,  In  a  pamphlet  Just  issued,  offers  a 
solution  or  the  Canadlar.  railway  prob- 
lem which  1b,  briefly,  the  acquisition  by 
the  Government  of  the  entire  common 
stock  of  the  Canadian  Northern  and 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railways  for  pos- 
sibly a  nominal  consideration,  with  the 
assumption  of  all  the  assets  and  liabili- 
ties' of  those  roads,  with  a  guarantee  by 
the  Government  of  Interest  on  their 
bonds  and  debenture  stock,  supplement- 
ary to  existing  guarantees;  the  Domin- 
ion to  lease  the  C.P.R.  system  In  per- 
petuity for  a  rental  equivalent  to  an 
agreed  annual  return  on  Its  common 
stock  and  assume  all  the  liabilities  ol 
that  company  and  all  its  assets,  except 
the  lands,  minerals,  timber  and  cash. 

The  five  systems,  Including  the  exist- 
ing Government  railways  and  the  C.N. 
R..  G.T.R.,  G.T.P.,  and  C.P.R.,  under  this 
plan  would  be  administered  on  behalt 
of  the  Dominion  by  a  company  knowfc 
as  the  Canadian  Railway  Company,  to 
be  incorporated.  The  company  would 
have  a  capital  of  ten  million  dollars  ond 
a  board  of  nine  directors.  Fifty-one 
per  cent,  of  capital  stock  would  be  sub- 
scribed and  paid  for  and  held  by  the 
Dominion,  the  balance  by  citizens  of 
Canada.  The  Government  would  guar- 
antee Ave  per  cent,  dividends.  Four  di- 
rectors, capable  railway  administrators, 
would  be  appointed  by  the  Government 
and  the  rest  elected  annually  by  the  citi- 
zen shareholders,  all  to  be  paid  good 
salaries.  The  Dominion  would  finance 
the  whole  system.  Including  additions 
and  improvements. 

Sir  Henry  Drayton's  Alleged  Plan 
WINNIPEG,   April   4.— A   special    dis- 
patch  to  The  Winnipeg  Telegram  from 
Ottawa  says  In  part: 

"Sir  Henry  Drayton's  proposal  to 
solve  the  railway  problem  of  Canada  is 
generally  understood  now  to  call  for  a 
considerable  extension  of  the  Govern- 
ment-owned system.  How  far  it  would 
Increase  the  mileage  under  Government 
operation  has  not  yet  been  made  public 
nor  indicated. 

It  Is  now  assured  that  if  his  proposal 
should  be  adopted  there  would  be  but 
two  railway  cbrporatlons  In  Canada,  a 
government-owned  one  and  the  Canadian 
Pacific.  Control  of  the  rates  of  both 
systems  would  be  placed  under  the  Rail- 
way Commission.  So  far  the  rates  on 
the  Intercolonial  have  not'  been  con- 
trolled by  the  Railway  Commission,  the 
representatives  of  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces always  having  objected  to  such  a 
proposal. 

"How  Sir  Henry  proposes  to  operate 
the  great  system  which  his  merger 
would  bring  forth  Is  as  yet  unknown. 
In  the  Government  the  most  of  the 
members  are  In  favor  of  nationalization, 
but  Government  operation  is  another 
problem  not  so  easily  solved.  The  situa- 
tion is  that  nationalization  has  many 
supporters  and  Government  operation 
few." 


Mo  tJoandlnaviaa  Beoogaltlon 

COPENHAGEN,  April  4.— It  is  said 
here  the  report  that  three  Scandinavian 
kingdoms  have  recognized  the  provis- 
ional Russian  Government  is  premature. 
The  diplomatic  representatives  of  the 
kingdoms,  It  is  asserted,  have  been  In- 
structed to  conduct  necessary  business 
With  the  RuBslan  Foreign  Office,  as  rep- 
resenting the  de  facto  authority,  but 
that  formal  recognition  of  the  Govern- 
ment will  be  deferred  possibly  until  the 
form  of  the  new  regime  Is  definitely 
settled  and  a  sovereign  authority  is 
established  to  which  the  ministers  may 
be  accredited.

HAMILTON,  Ont.,  April  4.— Judge 
Gauld  yesterday  sentenced  Anthony 
Strunllnskl,  alias  Smith,  and  Clarence 
Clements,  two  soldiers  arrested  in  To- 
ronto on  a  charge  of  forging  military 
pay  cheques.  Strunllnskl  got  two  years 
and  Clements  18  months.  They  came 
from  the  United  States  and  enlisted  In 
an  ammunition  column.  Clements,  af- 
ter deserting,  went  to  Toronto  and  mar- 
ried his  landlady's  daughter.

TARIS,  April  J,  via  London.  AprU  4. — 
The  8Un  and  Stripes  are  waving-  to- 
day side  by  side  with  the  Allies'  flea*

symbolism  the  sun  burst  through  a 
wintry  sky  at  the  moment  when  the 
news  that  America  had  thrown  down  the 
gauntlet  became  known.  Immense  en- 
thusiasm was  aroused.  Nothing  else  la 
discussed  in  the  press.  The  Temps,  In 
Its  editorial.  "The  Verdict."  saya: 

•This  Is  not  the  moment  to  discuss 
the  details  of  American  co-operation. 
Today  the  moral  Importance  of  the  event 
is  uppermost  In  our  minds.  Mr.  Wilson 
from  the  first  day'  conducted  MS  policy 
like  a  man  of  law.  His  Impassivity,  his 
refusal  to  pane  judgment,  at  times  sur- 
prised us,  but  this  very  attitude  glvea 
his  present  decision  th*  force  of  a  ver- 
dict.

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If  the  war  Is  to  end  thla  year  it  la 
evident  from  the  speeches  of  Sir  Wil- 
liam Robertson  and  Admiral  Jelllcoe' 
that  tremendous  eftorta  will  have  to  be 
put  forth.  It  will  be  an  unpleasant 
revelation  to  everyone  to  learn  tbat 
Germany  has  a  million  more  men  in  the 
field  than  at  any  time  In  the  paat. 
General  Robertson  is. the  authority  for 
the  statement,  so  that  it  cannot  be  dis- 
puted. The  British  Chief  of  Start  has 
appealed  for  greater  determination  and 
greater  sacrifices,  and  the  appeal'  should 
come  home  to  us  here  Just  as  strongly 
as  It  wTH  in  the  Motherland:  ;*  Racrxrrtv 
lng  has  fallen  off  in  British  Columbia. 
In  fact  the  most  of  those  who  are  Join- 
ing ap  here  now  are  enlisting  with  non- 
combatant  units,  and  while  these  are 
very  necessary,  they  do  not  solve  the 
problem  of  replacing  the  wastage  of 
war,  which  is  going  to  be  terrible  dur- 
ing the  coming  months. 

There  must  be  no  tendency  in  Canada 
to  settle  down  into  a  state  of  smug 
complacency  Just  because  the  United 
States  Is  about  to  lend  her  aid  in  the 
war.  The  aid  she  can  give  In  the  mat- 
ter of  men  cannot  be  given  for  some 
time,  as  the  mobilization  and  training 
of  an.  army  which  would  be  of  any  ef- 
fective assistance  in  such  a  struggle  aa 
Is  taklttg  place  in  Europe  will  occupy 
at  least  a  year,  if  it  Is  to  go  forward 
fully  equipped  and  properly  trained. 
General  Robertson  anticipates  desperate 
efforts  on  the  part  of  the  enemy.  He 
says  that  Britain  ought  not  to  expect  to 
win  a  war  of  this  character  unless  every 
man  and  woman  in  the  country  does  a 
full  day's  work  of  an  essential  nature. 
Perhaps  had  we  all  realized  thai  two 
years  ago  the  war  would  be  over  now. 
He  intimates  that  the  way  to  victory 
may.',  be  long  and  It  certainly  will  be 
hard.  His  appeal,  must  be  taken  to 
heart,  for  he.1  speaks  with  the  utmost 
knowledge  of  the  situation,  and  his 
plea  for  action  is  endorsed  by  Admiral 
Jelllcoe.  The  final  period  of  the  war 
Is  bound  to  be  the  most  serious  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  sacrifices  that 
will  have  to  be  made,  and  here  in  Can- 
ada as  well  as  in  Great  Britain  we 
would  do  well  to  give  the  utmost  heed 
to  the  warnings  of  Sir  William  Robert- 
son.

With  the  British  forces  to  the  north 
and  northeast,  and  the  French  to  the 
southeast,  closing  In  on  St.  Quentin  the 
fall  of  that '  important  centre  seems 
only  a  matter  *f  days.  Yesterday's 
German  communique  fofHhe  first  time 
gave  an  indication  that  the  enemy's 
withdrawal  Is  no  longer  voluntary.  He 
is  striving  hard  to  hold  St.  Quentin, 
which  would  indicate  that  town  is  lo- 
cated on  the  line  along  which  It  was 
proposed  to  resume  trench  *  warfare.    , 

Bad  weather  circumscribed  yester- 
day's operations,  but  the  French  were 
successful  in  carrying  a  dominating 
position  and  three  villages  within  a 
few  miles  of  St.  Quentin.  Further 
north  the  British  have  taken  Mets-en- 
Couture,  and  the  fighting  which  has  de- 
veloped eastwards  of  that  point  con- 
tinues. 

Comment  has  been  made  on  the  fact 
that  the  British  at  present  are  losing 
more  airplanes  than  the  enemy.  This 
Is  not  because  of  any  superiority  of 
the  Germane  In  aerial  strength,  be- 
cause the  very  contrary  is  the  case. 
The  British  are  now  sending  tea  ma- 
chines over  the  enemy's  lines  for  every 
one  that  comes  over  theirs.  The 
amount  of  reconnaissance  work  to  be 
undertaken  increases  as  the  advance 
continues  so  that  the  risks  run  by  the 
British  and  French  machines  are  be- 
coming greater  every  day.  The  marvel 
Is  that  so  few  are  lost  considering  the 
number  In  operation. 

Speaking  of  aerial  warfare.  Informa- 
tion received  from  Kngland  is  to  the  ef- 
fect that  a  remarkable  increase  in  the 
offensive  power  of  this  military  branch 
nmy  be  expected  during  the  coming 
Hummer.  In  the  early  stages  of  the  war 
It  was  regarded  aa  quite  a  feat  when  a 
dozen  or  so  airplanes  engaged  on  a 
bombing  expedition.  Then  the  number 
which  set  out  on  such  adventures  rose 
to  thirty  and  forty  and  sometimes  hlgh> 
♦r  .hut.  up  to  date,  aa  far  aa  we  know, 
nothing  on  a  grand  scale  has  been  at- 
tempted. Next  Summer,  however,  when 
the  Ideal  flying  weather  seta  in.  air- 
planes will  he  flying  In  their  hundreds 
on  missions  of  destruction.  A  great 
aerial  offensive  la  being  planned  and  It 
will  he  directed  against  seine  of  Ger- 
many's vital  points.  That  is  one  of  the 
methods  ef  preparation  upon  Which 
Britain  ha*  been  engaged  aa  part  and 
parcel.  In  the  time  to  come,  of  the  of- 
fensive which  has  already  been  ee  sae- 
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The  American  Senate  baa  paaaed  the 
resolution  declaring  a  state  91  war 
existing  between  the  United  States  and 
Germany.  Today  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives will  follow  the  same  course, 
and  America  will  be  numbered  amongst 
the  nations  fighting  on  the  side  of  civil- 
isation. The  extent  of  the  preparations 
she  la  undertaking  shows  the  effort  she 
will  make  will  prove  of  the  greatest 
assistance  to  the  Allies.  We  have  been 
asked  what  the  nature  of  her  help  will 
be.  so*  will  try  and  enumerate  some  par- 
ticular features  of  the  results  of  her 
Intervention.  • 

In  the  first  place  the  moral  signifi- 
cance of  America  espousing  the  cause 
of  the  Entente  Towers,  and  on  the 
grounds  that  she  does  so  In  defence  of 
the  common  interests  of  civilization, 
will  be  of  Incalculable  value.  During 
the  period  of  peace  negotiations,  a  time 
which  more  than  any  other  will  test 
the  harmony  of  the  Allies,  she  can  be 
depended  upon  to  possess  similar  ideals 
to  those  of  Great  Britain,  and  for  this 
reason  her  part  in  this  difficult  task  is 
certain  to  be  of  momentous  Importance. 
Then,  again,  her  example  will  exercise 
a  powerful  influence  with  the  remain- 
ing neutrals.  While  it  may  not  have 
the  effect  of  Inducing  any  of  them  to 
Join  In  the  war  against  Germany,  be- 
cause of  their  geographical  proximity 
to  that  country,  there  are  good  grounds 
for  the  belief  that  it  will  definitely  ob- 
literate any  chances  of  their  taking  up 
arms  on  behalf  of  the  Teutonic  Powers. 
Already  the  effect  of  President  Wilson's 
decision  finds  an  echo  in  Greece,  and  it 
would  not  be  surprising  if  some  defin- 
ite steps  were  taken  to  .put  an  end 
to  King  Constantino's  power  to  work 
evil  to  the  Allies. 

Bo   much    for    the  moral  ^ttt eels    ef 

American  intervention.  In  a  material 
way  there  is  a  tendency  to  underesti- 
mate the  value  of  her  aid.  Her  naval 
strength,  it  Is  true,  is  relatively  small, 
but  as  it  will  doubtless  be  utilized  after 
consultation  with  tho  Allies,  and  is  of 
first  rate  quality,  Its  adVent  Into  the 
scene  of  hostilities  must  have  a  bene- 
ficial effect.  The  United  States  Navy 
can  do  excellent  work  in  policing  the 
lanes  of  traffic  on  the  Atlantic,  and,  if 
considered  necessary,  a  squadron  could 
be  dispatched  to  the  Mediterranean  to 
increase  the  Allied  naval  power  in  that 
sea.  On  land  the  resources  of  America 
are  very  great.  Her  military  strength 
at  present  is  puny  compared  with  that 
of  any  of  the  great  powers  engaged  In 
the  war,  but  In  six  months  or  a  year 
she  could  raise  an  army  of  almost  any 
size,  and.  If  required,  send  a  large  and 
formidable   contingent   overseas. 

America's  taking  part  in  the  war 
means  unlimited  loans  for  the  Allies;  in 
other  words,  the  resources  of  the  coun- 
try will  be  utilized  in  this  way  to  de- 
feat the  enemy.  If,  as  Mr.  Uoyd  George 
says,  it  is  the  silver  bullet  that  will 
be  the  decisive  factor  in  the  struggle, 
the  entry  of  the  United  States  is  of  in- 
estimable  worth.  With  the  preparations 
afoot  the  supply  of  munitions  that  has 
been  going  to  the  Allies  can  be  In- 
creased tenfold.  By  systematizing  and 
convoying  traffic  on  the  Atlantic,  and 
in  this  way  reducing  the  danger  from 
submarines,  and  by  adding  to  the  im- 
mense shipbuilding  programme  under 
way,  America  can  do  much  to  alleviate 
the  shortage  of  foodstuffs  in  Great 
Britain  and  France. 

These  are  the  main  ways  In  which 
she  will  help,  and  they  are  one  and  all 
of  such  vital  importanc  that  it  can  be 
readily  seen  how  America's  decision 
will  shorten  the  duration  of  the  war. 
For  that  reason,  as  well  as  because  of 
the  tremendous  moral  emphasis  given 
to  the  Justice  of  the  Allies'  cause,  the 
action  of  the  United  States  stands  in 
the  foremost  rank  of  the  many  epoch- 
making  events  of  our  time. 
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Considerable  sympathy  Is  being 
shoWn  with  that  section  of  the  dental 
profession  that  is  seeking  to  bring 
about '  amendments  to  the  Act  which 
now  governs  dentists  in  the  Province. 
We  cannot  conceive  of  any  legitimate 
reason  why  the  Dental  Council  in  this 
Province  should  refuse  to  accept  Do- 
minion Dental  Council  registration.  Its 
refusal  in  this  respect  Imposes  an  un- 
due hardship  on  fully  qualified  men  who 
wish  to  practise  in  British  Columbia. 
Very  many  practitioners,  perhaps  some 
of  them  more  highly  qualified  than  any 
dentist  tn  the  Province,  can  be  debarred 
because  of  Inability  to  meet  the  re- 
quired matriculation  standard.  There 
Is  something  wrong  with  the  methods 
of  selection  which  prevail  and  there  is 
little  doubt  that  when  the  matter  is 
fully  explained  in  the  Legislature  either 
a  new  bill  will  be  passed  or  the  exist- 
ing   Act    radically   altered. 

A  dentist  registered  by  the  Dominion 
Council  should  be  allowed  to  practise 
In  any  part  of  Canada.  As  matters 
stand  now  there  are  too  few  dentists 
In  the  Province  to  meet  requirements. 
In  many  cases  people  go  to  Seattle 
Spokane  and  other  nearby  American 
cities  to  have  their  teeth  looked  after, 
and  all  because  they  cannot  receive  as 
speedy  treatment  as  they  desire  tn  their 
own  Province.  The  objection  that  Is 
raised  by  the  existing  council  to  den- 
tists advertising  Is  one  that  can  be 
brushed  aside,  for  It  surely  can  he  as- 
sumed that  each  Individual  Is  the  best 
Judge  of  how  he  can  conduct  his  own 
business,  and,  provided  he  Is  a  fully 
qualified  practitioner,  what  Is  the  harm 
In  letting  the  public  know  it  by  all 
mean*  in  his  power?  These  are  days 
when  every  profession  advertises,  and 
the  old-rangted  Idea  of  there  being 
something  degrading  In  publicity  has 
given  place  In  the  public  mind  to  a  sus- 
picion that  where  secret rveaeas  exists 
l  Her*   Is  something   wrong 

The  public  are  not  vitally  interested 
In  any  differences  that  may  prevail  be- 
tween dentists  already  practising  tn 
British  Columbia,     What   la   wanted  Is 


good  service  at  moderate  faea  and  the 
ability  to  have  qualified  men  practising 
la  all  sections  of  the  Province  In  suf- 
ficient numbers  to  meet  the  demand. 
In  a  profession  that  is  for  the  good 
of  the  public  health  there  should  be  no 
close  corporation  methods  employed. 
The  public  want  due  recognition  given 
to  proficient  and  experienced  practition- 
ers and  no  •discrimination  shown,  or  at- 
tempts made  to  limit  the  number  of 
those  who  can  carry  on  their  profession 
in  the  Province. 

The  matter  Is  to  be  brought  before 
the  Legislature  within  a  short  time, 
and  on  behalf  of  the  public  we  bespeak 
kindly  consideration  for  changes  in 
the  Act.  Wa  believe  It  will  be  found 
that  the  proposed  revision  of  the  Act 
alms  to  be  fair  and  to  do  away  with  a 
species  of  injustice  that  has  prevailed 
in  the  past.  Dental  legislation  of  the 
future  should  insure  that  the  needs  of 
the  Province  are  fully  met  and  that 
there  can  be  no  Influence  exerted  to 
prevent  fully  qualified  practitioners 
from   pursuing   their    profession    here.

He 
did  not  share  the  view  of  some  mem- 
bers of  the  House  that  the  Premier, 
when  he  placed  some  of  the  members 
of  the  Liberal  party  on  the  Opposition 
side  of  the  chamber,  intended  that  they 
should  take  a  stand  against  the  bill. 
But,  on  the  other  hand,  he  did  not  con- 
sider that  because  a  member  happened 
to  be jjf  the  political  persuasion  of  the 
Government  he  was  thereby  debarred 
from  expressing  his  views  upon  a  mat- 
ter of  such  importance  to  the  welfare 
of  the  civil  service  and  to  the  people 
of  the  Province  at  large.  When  it 
came  to  the  point  of  discussing  pat- 
ronage the  leader  of  the  Opposition 
did  not  require  anyone  to  support  him, 
said  the  speaker,  referring  to  the  re- 
marks of  Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser  last  week 
when  the  latter  attacked  the  Govern- 
ment for  alleged  methods  adopted  since 
it  came  into  office  in  respect  to  ap- 
pointments  made   of  party   followers. 

Mr.  Cow  per  freely  agreed  with  the 
leader  of  the  Opposition  that  It  had 
been  the  policy  of  the  late  Conserva- 
tive administration  In  making  ap- 
pointments to  office  to  regard  it  as  a 
case  of  to  the  victors  belonged  the 
spoils.  He  would  not  argue  the  evil 
effects  of  patronage  on  the  civil  ser- 
vice. Too  often  it  had  oeen  the  case 
of  throwing  a  bone  to  a  hungry  dog. 
Out  of  his  own  meagre  means,  he  as- 
serted, he  had  given  a  poor,  indigent 
citisen  a  dollar  to  qualify,  him  for  ad- 
mission to  the  Conservative  Association 
to  put  him  In  line  with  a  Job. 

Mr.  Cowper  declared  it  had  been  his 
experience  with  the  officials  of  the 
Courthouse  at  Vancouver  that  they 
were,  without  exception,  obliging  in 
the  extreme.  He  had  never  known  of 
an  Instance  of  partisanship  except, 
perhaps,  In  connection  with  the  pur- 
chase of  supplies  and  the  engaging  of 
assistants,  and  then  they  had  been  act- 
ing under  instructions  from  a  higher 
source.  But  where  the  tyranny  of  the 
old  system  existed  was  In  the  outside 
civil  service.  He  recalled  on  one  occa- 
sion when  he  had  been  up-country  of 
meeting  a  Government  employee  who 
feared  to  recognize  him  because  one  of 
the  road  bosses  was  standing  near.  On 
another  occasion  where  he  was  to 
meet  a  former  minister  at  a  public 
meeting  in  an  up-country  town  the  fol- 
lowers of  that  gentleman  had  broken 
into  his  (Mr.  Cowper's)  room  and  stol- 
en his  books  and  papers.  He  could 
toll  how  he  bad  Been  that  outside  ser- 
vice worked  as  a  part  of  a  great  po- 
litical machine  to  the  advantage  of  the 
former    administration. 

"Wants    Enlightenment 

"This  bill  looks  like  an  honest  ef- 
fort," declared  the  Junior  member  for 
"Vancouver.  "  'Looks,*'  I  say,  for  there 
are  a  number  of  points  on  which  I  de- 
sire enlightenment.  If  this  bill  is  an 
honest  effort  to  meet  the  situation  the 
Premier's  name,  I  am  convinced,  will 
live  long  in  the  annals  of  this  Prov- 
ince, an  a  modern  St.  George  who  slew 
the  dragon  of  patronage.  But  If  It 
proves  a  mere  dressing  up  of  an  old 
corpse  in  new  clothes,  I  claim  the  right 
to  register  my  objections  to  It:  if  it 
means' merely  that  there  is  to  be  sec- 
ret patronage  under  the  guise  of  re- 
form Where  It  wu  open  under  the  Con- 
servative administration,  then,  I  say, 
I  Intend  to  denounce  It."  » 

Mr.  Cowper  deprecated  what  he 
called  tn  attack  by  the  leader  of  the 
Opposition  upon  Professor  Adam 
Short  t,  action  which  had  weakened 
that  gentleman's  case  against  the  bill, 
but  undoubtedly  the  House  had  bene- 
fited by  the  Opposition  leader's  critical 
assault  as  it  had  left  few  stones  tin- 
flung. 

"There  is  at  the  presenPttme  a  horde 
Of  hungry  Liberals  seeking  to  enter  the 
public  service,"  declared  the  Junior 
member  for  Vancouver,  who  believed 
that  horde  was  building  its  hopes  on 
three  things:  First,  that  there  would 
be  an  orgy  of  dismissals  before  the 
act  became  operative;  second,  the  evi- 
dent intention  of  the  bill  that  the 
Lleutenant-Governor-in-Councll  shall 
over-ride  the  Commissioner,  whoever 
that  officer  may  be,  and.  third,  that  the 
clause  of  the  bill  permitting  of  tech- 
nical appointments  without  the  neces- 
sity of  examination  or  thoso  qualifica- 
tions applying  to  the  other  civil  ncr- 
vants.  leaves  the  door  wide  open  to 
abuses." 

la  Outer  Dark  a  mb 

Repeating  his  statement  that  there 
was  a  vast  array  of  Liberal  followers 
anxious  to  adorn  the  civil  service  of 
the  country,  Mr.  Cowper  referred  to  an 
indignation  meeting  of  Liberals  'held 
at  Vancouver  because  they  had  not 
been  given  positions.  He  congratulat- 
ed himself  that  he  was  spared  their 
importunities  because,  after  his  elec- 
tion as  a  member,  the  so-called  Liberal 
organ  In  Vancouver  had  pictured  him 
as  a  poor  wandering  soul  In  outer  dark- 
ness while  his  Liberal  colleagues  were 
within  the  pearly  gates  enjoying  the 
repast  ef  the  faithful  He  understood 
that  the  Attorney-General  was  now 
considering  tho  appointment  of  two 
gentlemen  te  assist  the  collector  at. 
Vancouver  to  gather  In  the  taxes  In 
that  district.  Only  recently  ha  (Mr. 
Cowper)  had  been  called  Into  the  eor- 
rtder  by  owe  of  the  follower*  of  the 
Attorney-General,  an  unrequited  fol- 
lower, who  had  declared  that  unless  he 
got  a  certain  high  otVe  be  proposed 
"to  blow   off   the  top  of   the   honorable 


Only  a  short  time  ago  the  Liberals 
had  listened  to  a  spirited  address  from 
an  eminent  gentleman  from  Ottawa 
who  advlaod  them  to  go  baek  to  their 
followers  and  tell  them  that  It  was 
impossible,  while  the  House  ,  was  In 
session,  to  provide  tbem  with  position*. 
but  that  Ithey  should  poaseaa  their 
souls  in  patience,  that  in  rime  all 
would   bo  well. 

There  need  be  no  orgy  of  dismissals 
so  long  aa  the  government  saw  to.  it 
that  there  was  an  honest  administra- 
tion of  its  Civil  Service  Bill.  But  had 
it  been  made  evident,  from  the  govern- 
ment actions  with  regard  to  appoint- 
ments made  since  it  came  Into  office, 
that  It  could  be  trusted  with  the  selec- 
tion of  the  gentleman  to  whom  would 
be  entrusted  the  czar-like  attributes 
given  to  the  commissioner  under  the 
act.  Had  recent  events  been  Buch  as 
to   lead    to   any   such    belief? 

Crovornmonfo   Attitude 

As  illustration  of  the  government's 
attitude  in  the  matter  of  appointments. 
Mr.  Cowper  referred  to  a  recent  effort 
he  had  made  to  secure  information,  by 
way  of  questions  put  to  the  Attorney- 
General,  concerning  the  dismissal  of 
one  Stewart,  a  civil  servant,  and  the 
subsequent  appointment  to  fill  the 
position.  He  argued  that  the  conduct 
of  the  government  in  the  past,  since 
it  took  office,  would  be  a  fair  criterion 
of  what  it  might  be  supposed  to  do  in 
the  future.  The  case  of  Stewart,  a 
game  warden  in  the  riding  of  the  Min- 
ister of  Railways,  he  believed  was  a 
case  in  point.  On  March  13,  Mr. 
Cowper  seated,  he  had  asked  certain 
questions  of  the  Attorney-General, 
especially  the  reasons  for  the  dis- 
missal and  the  qualifications  of  the 
successor.  He  had  no  Interest  In  the 
dismissed  man,  did  not  know  him  even, 
but  he  did  know  that  sportsmen  be- 
lieved the  game  warden  to  have  been 
a  thoroughly  reliable  official  in  his 
duties.  This  officer  who  served  for  a 
long  time  without  salary  and  has  done 
effective  work,  now  Is  dismissed  and 
his  office  given  to  a  man  so  old,  so 
infirm  and  so  weighted  with  avoirdu- 
pols.  that  he  is  unable.  Mr.  Cowper  de* 
clared,  to  get  about  his  district.  Six 
days  after  he  had  put  his  questions 
to  the  Atorney-General  he  got  his 
answers  which  stated  that  Stewart  hud 
been  appointed  in  1905,  though,  he  un- 
derstood, he  had  been  on  the  pay  roll 
only  for  the  past  two  years  and  that 
he  had  been  discharged  for  partisan- 
ship. The  questions  as  to  age,  weight, 
etc.,  of  the  successor  had  been 
answered  by  the  statement  that  such 
Information  was  not  known  and  that 
there  was  no  Information  as  to 
whether,  at  the  time  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  new  man,  there  had  been 
a  returned  soldier  available  for  the 
office. 

Act   of   Partisanship 

"I  asked  the  Attorney-General,  this 
public  servant  and  head  of  a  depart- 
ment of  this  government,  what*  were 
the  acts  of  partisanship  charged 
against  Stewart,  and  I  was  Informed 
that  he  had  been  seen  once  to  shake 
hands  with  a  Conservative.  When  I 
asked  the  Minister  if  he  could  learn 
through  the  officers  of  his  department 
the  age  of  Stewart's  successor — an  ex- 
plicit question  that  could  be  answered 
'yer'  or  'no'  the  answer  was  not  a 
straight  forward  one  but  an  evasive 
one,  that  the  department  did  not  know. 
That  was  not  good  faith  on  tho  part 
of    the   Attorney-General 

Mr.  Speaker  lnterjectod  with  lhe  re- 
mark that  the  speaker  was  not  dis- 
cussing   the    bill    before    the    House. 

"That  information  was  known  to  the 
department."  continued  Mr.  Cowper 
"whoa  that  answer  was  given.  I  have 
seen  the  records  in  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral's   department." 

Mr.  Speaker:  Your  course  was  to 
place  a  motion  on  the  order  paper  ask- 
ing for  the  return  of  all  correspond- 
ence. 

The  whole  question,  Mr.  Cowper 
continued,  came  down  to  the  point  of 
the  honest  administration  of  the  bill. 
The  House,  and  the  people  of  the  Pro- 
vince were  Being  asked  by  the  Premier 
to  repose  confidence  In  the  govern- 
ment's ability  and  desire  to  appoint, 
as  commissioner  under  the  act,  a  man 
in  whom  would  be  placed  extremely 
wide  powers  and  the  only  way  the 
members  could  Judge  of  that  desire  of 
the  government  was  In  the  light  of 
past  experience.  It  was  dangerous  to 
give  that  trust  to  the  government  un- 
less the  members  had  some  idea  of 
the  gentleman  who  Is  in  the  mind  of 
the  government.  It  was  only  on  the 
good  faith  of  the  Premier  that  the 
members  could  repose  confidence  that 
the  operation  of  the  bill  would  not  be 
conducive  to  those  evils  predicted  by 
the  leader  of  the  Opposition.  The  party 
press  in  Vancouver  had  already  named 
the  man  to  be  appointed,  continued 
Mr.  Cowper,  who  stated  he  referred  to 
The  Weekly  Standard,  a  paper  edited 
by  George  M.  Murray,  a  man,  he  said. 
In  the  confidence  of  the  Liberal  ex- 
ecutive. 

Mr.  McGeer  (Richmond)  :  Was  It 
not  mentioned  In  the  honorable  gentle- 
man's   own    paper.    The    Province? 

Mr.  Cowper:  When  I  took  my  seat 
In  this  House,  I  also  took  leave  of 
absence  from  my  reportorlal  labors  and 
I  can  assure  you  it  was  a  real  rest  to 
me. 

Suggested     aa     Ccmmlaaioasr 

Mr.  Cowper  stated  the  name  of  Mr. 
F.  C.  Wade  had  been  brought  forward 
by  the  leader  of  the  Opposition  in  the 
latter's  speech  on  the  bill,  and  the 
party  press  had  Intimated  that  he. 
would  prove  a  desirable  man  for  the 
office  of  commissioner.      * 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  rose  to  ask  of  the 
Speaker  a  ruling  on  the  point  of 
whether  newspaper  articles  as  to  like- 
ly appointments  had  anything  to  do 
with    the   discussion   of   the   bill. 

Mr.  Speaker  ruled  as  before,  asking 
Mr.  Cowoer  "for  the  last  time"  to  speak 
to  the  principle  of  the  bill  before  the 
House,  threatening  to  exercise  the  au- 
thority of  the  chair. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser  Intervened  to  dis- 
agree with  Mr.  Speaker.  He  called 
the  attention  of  the  House  to  section 
3  or  the  Civil  Service  Bill,  which  pro- 
vided for  tho  appointment  of  a  com- 
missioner. That    was  a  matter  of  policy 


upon  which  any  member  had  a  perfect 
right  to  speak.  "I  certainly  protest 
against  any  auch  cramped  construction 
as  you  see  fit  to  put  upon  this,"  de- 
clared  the   leadrr   of   the   Opposition. 

Hon.  John  Oliver:  There  la  a  great 
deal  of  e  ffrhrence  between  the  question 
of  whether  a  commissioner  should  be 
appointed  and  that  of  the  fitness  of 
some  reported  possible  candidate  for 
the   office. 

Mr.  Cowper— If  I  have  fallen  Into 
error  It  Is  because  you,  Mr.  Speaker, 
permitted  the  leader  of  the  Opposition 
to  refer  to  newspaper  reports  cencerQ- 
lng  this  same  appointment.  It  Is  -m 
amazing  thing  that  1  am  not  allowed 
to  do  so   now. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver — If  he  is  not  satis- 
fied with  the  ruling  of  Mr.  Speaker 
let  him  appeal  to  the  House. 

Mr.  Speaker — It  matters  not  to  me 
whether  any  newspaper  think*  John 
Smith,  Fred  Wade  or  anyone  else  la 
fitted  for  the  position. 

Chair  Is  ■■alolsed 
Mr.  Cowper  appealed  to  the  House 
against  the  ruling  of  Mr.  Speaker  and 
on  the  motion  "Shall  the  chair  bo 
sustained,"  the  House  divided;  .  the 
chair  being  sustained  by  a  vote  of  *G 
to  11.  Messrs.  Cowper  and  Dr.  Mcin- 
tosh voting  with  the  Opposition  and 
Mr.  W.  D.  Wlllson  (Rossland)  not  sig- 
nifying his  attitude. 

A  voice— Same  old  pair.  The  allu- 
sion was  evidently  to  the  fact  that 
Messrs.  Cowper  and  Mcintosh,  both  of 
Vancouver,  and  who  have  voted  against 
the  Government  on  previous  occasions, 
had  seen  fit  to  do  so  in  the  present 
Instance. 

Mr.  Cowper  inquired  If  he  would  he 
out  of  order  in  referring  to  any  acts 
or  alleged  acts  which  would  appear  to 
show  that  any  alleged  undue  Influence 
had  been  exercised  by  "the  aforesaid 
Wade"  on  members  of  the  Government. 
Premier  Brewster— Let  him  wade  in. 
Mr.  Cowper,  apparently  bearing  in 
mind  tho  ruling  of  Mr.  Speaker,  pro- 
ceeded to  discuss  some  features  of  the 
bill.  He  referred  to  section  IS,  which 
gave  to  the  Lleutenant-Governor-ln- 
Council  the  power  to  appoint  men  of 
technical  knowledge  and  skill.  It  was 
a  da"ge^nn»  power,  he  thought.  In 
that  It  could  be  exercised  without  re- 
gard to  the  limitations  and  qualifica- 
tions having  to  be  regarded  in  connec- 
tion with  the  general  appointments 
made  under  section  ».  One  of  the 
qualifications  of  a  civil  servant  under 
the  latter  section  was  that  he  or  she 
must  be  a  British  subject.  Recently 
a  technical  position  had  been  given  In 
Vancouver  to  a  John  B.  Wade.  To 
his  credit  he  was  a  returned  soldier, 
but  he  had  hardly  got  back  home  be- 
fore the  Attorney-General  secured  him 
the  position  as  moving  picture  machine 
operator  in  the  Government's  picture 
censorship  office,  and  that  directly  in 
the  face  of  the  fact  that  there  ex- 
isted a  statute  requiring  certain  qual- 
ifications for  that  work. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver— What  had  that  to 
do  with  the  civil  service  biUT 
Criticises  Appointment 
Mr.  Cowper — We  have  a  statute  that 
requires  that  applicants  for  such  posi- 
tions must  undergo  an  examination, 
which  proves  it  can  be  considered  a 
technical  position.  Here  we  have  a 
man  appointed  not  for  technical  Bklll, 
for  in  that  line  he  has  none,  but  Just 
because  he  happens  to  have  very 
near  relations  with  a  member  sitting 
on  the  Government  benches.  If  that 
can  be  done  in  defiance  of  the  statutes 
what  may  be  done  under  this  clause  15 
of  this  civil  service  bill  by  the  Lleu- 
tenant-Governor-ln-Courtcll?  Under  that 
section  16,  it  seems  to  me,  we  could 
satisfy  all  that  horde  of  office  seekers. 
Premier  Brewster  was  proceeding  to 
explain  that  section  16  referred  to  men 
of  peculiar  technical  attainment,  when 
he  was  called  to  order  by  Mr.  Bowser, 
who  pointed  out  that  the  Premier  had 
already  spoken  in  the  debate  on  the 
bill. 

Mr.  Cowper  replied  to  the  Premier 
that  it  was  unfortunate  ho  had  defined 
technical  officers  as  such  persons 
possessing  professional  "or  other"  qual- 
ifications as  might  be  appointed  by 
the  Lleutenant-Governor-ln-Council. 

That  simply  left'  the  door  wide  open 
to  the  whole  of  the  Liberal  organiza- 
tion to  get  in  under  the  guise  of  tech- 
nical   quqallfications. 

Mr.  McGeer,  with  some  exhibition  of 
heat,  Interrupted,  but  before  he  said 
a  word  cries  of  "order"  from  the  Op- 
position  benches  shut  him  off. 

Mr.  Cowper  suggested  that  Mr.  Mc- 
Geer had  been  in  Liberal  caucus  and 
had,  therefore,  had  the  opportunity  of 
hearing  the  Premier  explain  section  16 
and  Its  scope.  Personally,  he  stated, 
he  was  in  the  unfortunate  position  that 
until  the  Premier  absolved  him  from 
the  aspersions  which  the  editor  of  The 
Vancouver  Sun  had  seen  fit  to  make 
against  his  bona  fides  as  a  Liberal 
member,  he  had  not  attended  any  of 
the  caucus  meetings.  . 

Premier  Brewater — We  have  some- 
thing else  to  do  than  to  use  influence 
over  Mr.  Wade. 

Mr.  Cowper  referred  to  the  appoint- 
ment made  by  the  Government  to  the 
assessorshlp  at  Vancouver.  The  At. 
tomey-General  had  disclaimed  any  re- 
sponsibility therefor.  As  a  pledge  of 
good  faith  the  position  should  be 
thrown  open  and  either  be  allowed  to 
go  to  the  man  who  had  filled  It  for 
the  past  thirty  years  or  leave  It  to 
come  under  the  operation  of  the  civil 
service  bill.  He  urged  as  a  further 
evidence  of  good  faith  on  the  part  of 
the  Government  that  there  should  be 
no  reorganization  of  the  civil  service 
until  after  the  appointment  ef  a  strong 
and  able  Commissioner.  If  tbat  pledge 
were  given  and  the  House  taken  Into 
the  confidence  of  the  Government  In 
respect  of  the  man  to  be  appointed  to 
the  position  of  commissioner,  Mr.  Cow- 
per believed,  the  approval  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  bill  would  be  unanimous, 
that  It  meant  a  high-minded  effort  on 
the  part  of  the  Government  to  cleaaae

Arthur  Lelghton  tells  of  the  daring  ex- 
ploit by  which  Lce.-Cpl.  Elder  won  the 
Military  Medal  at  the  front.  "Elder." 
he  says,  "with  three  others.  Alderdlce, 
Pettlt  and  Woodworth  were  taking 
shelter  In  a  dugout  about  20  feet  deep. 
A  direct  hit  by  a  heavy  shell  caved 
the  dugout  in,  and  all  the  men  were 
more  or  less  pinned  under  the  debris. 
Elder  managed  to  free  himself  by 
dragging  his  legs  out  of  the  rubber 
boots  he  was  wearing,  and  crawled  out 
through  the  hole  the  shell  had  made. 
He  wont  for  assistance  \o  the  nearest 
Infantry  company's  headquarters  and 
got  two  men.  He  took  them  back 
and  got  them  to  work,  but  found  that 
more  help  would  be  needed.  So  he 
made  his  way  to  the  battalion's  head- 
quarters and  got  aome  more  men.  From 
there  he  wont  back  to  his  battery  of- 
ficers' headquarters,  calling  on  the  way 
at  the  heavy  T.M.'s  headquarters.  Up 
to  this  time  Elder  had  been  moving 
in  thick  mud  over  an  exposed  hillside, 
all  the  time  under  very  heavy  shell 
Are.  The  O.C.  of  the  'Heavies'  put 
sacks  on  his  feet,  gave  htm  a  coat  and 
a  steel  helmet  and  a  long  Scotch  and 
sent  him  on  to  his  Q9n  officer,  Lieut. 
Thomson.  He  reported  the  matter, 
and  Lieut.  Thomson,  with  one  Sergt. 
Knox  (since  killed)  and  a  Winnipeg 
man  named  Halcrow.  went  up  to  the 
dugout,  and  with  assistance  from  some 
sappers,  p-weeeded  In  rescuing  Aider- 
dice  and  Pettlt  after  three  hours  dig- 
ging. Elder  would  have  gone  back, 
too,  but  was  ordered  to  remain  In  the 
headquarters  dugout  by  Lieut.  Thom- 
son, who  considered  he  was  too  much 
shaken  and  his  further  help  was  not 
needed.  The  party  worked  for  four- 
teen hours  to  rescue  Woodworth,  but 
he  was  dead  when  reached.  The  facts 
were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Oen-

deaf.  His  company  had  been  assignee] 
to  place  a  cable  for  the  artillery.  So 
important  was  the  task  considered  that 
orders  were  given  to  carry  it  out  no 
matter  what  the  cost.  The  cost  proved 
to  be  the  loss  of  half  a  company. 
Oliver  was  blown  up  by  a  shell,  which 
killed  four  of  his  comrades.  That  was 
at  the  Death  Valley  engagement,  near 
Courcelette. 

Pte.  F.  L.  Glrard,  who  returned  here 
on  Tuesday  afternoon's  boat,  served 
some  twenty  years  in  the  King's  army 
before  offering  himself  for  the  present 
war.  He  enlisted  in  the  18th  Field 
Ambulance  under  Lieut-Col.  J.  L.  Big- 
ger and  suffered  a  shell  wound  In  the 
spine  while  at  Beaumont-Hamel.  Ho 
is  a  veteran  of  the  Boer  War,  having 
both  the  King's  and  Queen's  Medals 
for  that  campaign;  the  Boxer  Rebel- 
lion and  the  Soudan  expedition.  He 
was  for  some  time  a  battery  sergeant- 
major  at  Kingston  before  the  war,  but 
refused  promotion  In  France  on  the 
ground  that  the  greatest  credit  is  due 
the  man  who  bears  the  brunt  of  the 
fighting. 

Another  «7th  BattalTon  soldier  Is  Pte. 
3.  H.  P.  Worth,  whose  hip  bone  was 
fractured  by  a  piece  of  shrapnel  shell 
while  he  was  carrying  a  wounded  man 
back  from  the  trenches  at  Aveloy,  op- 
posite the  town  of  Albert.  He  tried  to 
stand  up  and  continue  his  work,  but 
was  obliged  to  give  up.  This  occurred 
while  his  battalion  waa  building  a 
communication  trench  on  September  16. 
Pte.  C.  Owen,  who  went  overseas 
with  one  of  British  Columbia's  first 
battalions,  was  wounded  In  the  head 
and  burled  alive  in  the  trenches  at 
Tpres  salient  during  the  heavy  fight- 
ing at  that  sector  at  the  beginning  of 
last  June.  The  Germans  had  com- 
menced a  terrific  bombardment  of  the 
Canadian  lines  preparatory  to  launch- 
ing an  attack  and  It  was  In  the  early 
hours  of  the  action  that  he  was  wound- 
ed. He  had  been  standing  beneath  a 
covered  way  when  a  trench  mortar 
ahell  exploded  a  short  distance  away, 
killing  five  and  wounding  three  men. 
He  moved  forward  with  several  others, 
and  in  the  nick  of  time,  for  Immedi- 
ately afterwards  the  overhead  covering 
was  smashed  In  by  a  second  shell,  kill- 
ing one  and  wounding  five.  Including 
Pte.  Owen.  After  ten  months  In  hos- 
pital, Pte.  Owen  wss  returned  to  Can- 
ada and,  after  undergoing  treatment 
here  for  a  while,  he  hopes  to  get  back 
to  the  fighting  line. 

Bergt.-hfajor  H.  Locke  is  spending 
ten  days  In  Vancouver  with  his  fam- 
ily before  proceeding  to  this  city.  He 
la  It  .years  of  age  and  has  served  2« 
years  In  the  army,  being  a  veteran  of 
the  Boer  War. 

Pte.  A.  O.  Reld.  of  Nelson,  wag 
wounded  by  gunshot  in  the  right  arm 
while  taking  part  in  a  raid  on  the 
German  trenches. 

Pte.  A.  Sweatman.  of  Agassis,  went 
overseas  with  the  47th  Battalion  and 
was  struck  by  shrapnel  at  Tpres  last 
June.

TORONTO.  April  4. — The  French  re- 
presentatives In  the  Ontario  Legislature 
are  still  refusing  to  accept  the  situation 
developed  in  the  House  last  week,  when 
the  Legislature  overwhelmingly  voted 
in  support  of  the  Government  in  its 
determination  to  enforce  the  Engllsh- 
Ptench  school  regulations.  Yesterday, 
following  a  debate  upon  the  secondary 
Ottawa  commission  bill — that  indemni- 
fying the  former  commission  against 
action  by  the  school  board — the  five 
French-Canadian  members  aguln  called 
for  a  poll  of  the  House  on*  a  motion  to 
give  the  bill  the  six  months  hoist 
They  kept  up  their  criticism  when  the 
bill  giving  authority  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  new  commission  was  going 
through  committee,  pressing  an  amend- 
ment that  proposed  an  application  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  for  a 
legal  'opinion  upon  the  validity  of  the 
new   measure. 

In  the  vote  on  the  first  bill  the  five 
French  members  voted  against  the  rest 
of  the  House,  sixty-eight  strong.  In 
committee  on  the  second  measuia  we 
Government  was  In  no  mood  for  argu- 
ment, and  the  amendment  was  voted 
down  with  little  discussion,  fair  Wm. 
Hearst  stated,  in  response  to  Mr.  Pln- 
aids  contention  that  the  Government 
•hculd  first  make  sure  that  it  was  on 
sound  legal  ground,  that  the  Govern- 
ment quite  appreciated  Its  responsibil- 
ity in  that  direction. 

A  feature  of  the  debate  was  a  change 
in  the  tone  of  the  French  members. 
Last  week  their  addresses  were  couched 
In  moderate  language,  and  were  met 
by  Sir  Wm.  Hearst  and  Mr.  Rowell  in 
replle*  that  were  conciliatory.  Today 
E.  Mageau,  member  for  Sturgeon  Falls, 
was  particularly  bitter. 

meslstanoe  Threatened 

"The  people  of  Ottawa  are  not  going 
to  submit  to  it,"  he  declared.  "You  are 
just  bidding  for  more  trouble,  and  If 
that  is  what  you  want,  why,  more 
trouble  you  are  going  to  get,  because 
the  new  commission  will  not  have  any 
easier  sailing  than  the  previous  one 
did."  The  Government,  he  said,  should 
amend  the  regulation  so  as  to  make  It 
workable.  He  declared  that  the  basis 
of  the  whole  thing  was  a  desire  to  wipe 
the  French  language  out  of  Ontario. 

Damase  Racine,  of  Russell,  waa  more 
moderate  In  his  language,  but  opposed 
the  bill.  He  admitted  that  in  his  riding 
the  regulation  was  being  lived  up  to 
very  well. 

Sir  Wm.  Hearst  delivered  his  reply 
to  Mr.  Mageau  with  considerable  em- 
phasis upon  the  change  in  that  mem- 
ber's tone.  "Although  that  regulation 
has  been  declared  constitutional,  he 
says:  'We  will  not  obey  it;  we  are  go- 
ing to  fight',"  commented  the  Prime 
Minister. 

"The  Government,  as  I  said  before, 
approaches  this  problem  In  a  spirit  of 
conciliation,  with  a  desire  to  heal  the 
breach,  but  we  have  a  duty  to  perform. 
The  advice  we  have  is  that  the  regula- 
tion is  the  best  regulation  we  can  have 
to  meet  the  ends  in  view,  and  so  long 
as  that  is  our  advice  so  long  will  the 
Government  stand  by  regulation  17." 

This  statement  was  greeted  with  ap- 
plause from  Conservatives  and  Liberals. 

Sir.  William  repudiated  the  suggestion 
that  there  was  any  motive  behind  the 
regulation  other  than  a  desire  to  see 
that  every  French-Canadian  child  re- 
ceived an  adequate  education  in  the 
English  language.  He  pointed  out  that 
the  regulation  had  proved  thoroughly 
workable  where  It  was  given  a  fair 
trial. 

Mr.  Rowell,  the  Opposition  leader, 
spoke  in  frank  support  of  the  Govern- 
ment. 

Lieut.  T.  L.  Brennan,  who  has  been 
twice  Injured  while  serving  with  the 
Aviation  Corps,  has  been  turned  down 
for  further  service  In  his  former  ca- 
pacity as  pilot,  but  will  be  retained  as 
instructor,  according  to  word  received 
yesterday  by  Mrs.  O'Leary.  of  2639 
Work  Street,  who  is  an  aunt.

Brennan  is  now  in  England,  but  there 
Is  a  possibility  that  he  may  become  in- 
structor at  one  of  the  aviation  schools 
to   be  established  In  Canada. 


Basslan   laws    Bopealed 

PETROGRAD,  April  4.— The  Russian 
provisional  Government  today  repealed 
all  laws  actually  In  force  limiting  the 
rights  of  Russian  citizens  regarding 
creeds  and  religions.

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Remarks  of  Sir  Robert  Borden 
and  General'  Smuts  Evoke 
Favorable  Comment  From 
London  Papers, 


Not  satisfied  with  the  answers  which 
he  received  from  Premier  Brewster  last 
week  when  he  put  similar  queries  in  his 
effort  to  ascertain  whether  Mr.  F.  C. 
Wade,  proprietor  of  The  Sun.  a  Vancou- 
ver Liberal  paper,  had  made  any  effort 
to  secure  from  the  Government  an  or- 
der for  printing  to  the  amount  of  825,- 
000,  more  or  less,  Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser 
will  on  Tuesday  next  put  further  ques- 
tions on  the  same  matter  as  follows: 

1.  Did  Mr.  F.  C.  Wade  personally  or 
through  any  other  person  or  persons  rep- 
resenting the  Vancouver  Sun,  either  ver- 
bally or  by  written  communication,  at 
any  time  since  the  24th  day  of  Novem- 
ber last,  make  a  proposal  or  suggestion 
to  the  Hon.  the  Premier,  or  any  past 
member  of  the  Government  or  any 
present  member  of  the  Government,  that 
the  Government  or  one  or  more  depart- 
ments should  enter  into  a  contract  with 
the  said  Sun  newspaper  for  printing  In 
the  future  amounting  to  $26,000,  or  a 
larger  or  less  sum? 

2.  Did  said  Wade  or  such  other  rep- 
resentative or  representatives  point  out 
that  if  the  Sun  Company  received  this 
contract  the  company  could  take  it  and 
finance  with  Its  bankers  as  a  result? 

3  Did  said  Wade  or  any  other  person

LONDON.  April  4.— (Via  Reuters  Ot- 
tawa Agency) — The  London  newspapers 
generally  emphasize  tho  significance  of 
the  speeches  made  here  on  Monday  by 
Sir  Robert  Borden  and  Lleut.-General 
Smuts,  of  South  Africa. 

The  Times  says  that  while  both  were 
frank  and  inspiring,  they  Indicated  hard 
times  ahead.  Both  Justified  the  nation 
in  drawing  encouragement  and  stimulus 
from  the  fact  that  all  the  Dominions 
are  regarding  the  war  as  their  own. 

'•The  Imperial  War  Cabinet,"  says 
The  Times,  "has  been  growing  almost 
Imperceptibly  within*  the  past  few 
months  to  control  the  war  policy  of  the 
Empire,  which  has  been  wholly  changed, 
and  the  Immensity  of  the  step  forward 
has   been  difficult  to  realise.   - 

"The  progress  of  constitutional  de- 
velopment," continues  the  paper,  "Is  not 
likely  to  stagnate  at  the  present  point, 
although  the  future  may  show  that  an 
Imperial  executive  would  sufflca  for 
the  needs  of  the  Empire  for  the  time 
being. 

"Sir  Robert  Borden  and  General 
Smuts  properly  were  cautious  In  their 
references  to  future  developments,  but 
the  speeches  of  both  show  that  there  is 
a  large  and  increasing  literature  sur- 
rounding this  fascinating  subject.  The 
speeches  recognised  that  changes  were 
inevitable,  but  could  not  be  forced  in 
war  time.  Nevertheless  there  is  no 
reason  why  the  Dominions'  representa- 
tives should  not  formulate  the  basis 
of  an  Imperial  convention  for  after  the 
war.  To  such  a  convention  the  Brit- 
ish peoples  must  Inevitably  come  soon- 
er or  later.  It  la  within  the  power  of 
the  Imperial  War  Council  to  smooth 
tho  way.  In  doing  this  it  need  preju- 
dice no  issue  and  bind  no  part  of  the 
Empire.  It  Is  for  it  to  decide." 
London    Telegraph 

The  Dally  Telegraph  welcomes  the 
tone  of  Sir  Robert  Borden's  speech.  It 
8ays  his  crisp  sentence  regarding  the 
necessity  of  making  sacrifices  might  be 
displayed  prominently  In  every  home 
and    every    factory. 

It  declares  that  General  Smuts'  words 
with  respect  to  the  diversity  of  the  Em- 
pire's problems  constitute  a  needed  cau- 
tion at  this  moment.  The  paper  em- 
phasises that  history  offers  little  guid- 
ance on  the  question  of  how  to  develop 
"our  particular  empire."  and  agrees  with 
South  Africa  that  "we  should  not  fol- 
low  precedents,   but   make  them." 

"There  Is  an  appearance,  perhaps,  of 
confusion  of  thought  es  to  how  we 
should  proceed,  but  there  Is  complete 
agreement  ae  to  the  coal.**  the  neper 
Mys.

own  personal  interests,  discloses  that  the  sum  and  substance  of  their 
complaint  is  this:  that  by  various  means  the  B.  C.  Dental  Council 
Kmits  as  far  as  possible  the  number  of  practising  dentists  in  British 
Columbia  for  the  pecuniary  benefit  of  the  dentist  body  in  this  Province 
thus  constituting  a  "dental  trust." 

This  allegation  is  contained  in  four  principal  statements  which, 
if  true,  would  go  some  distance  to  support  the  contention.  But  they 
are  not  true,  and  their  reiteration  in  bigger  and  bigger  type  day  by 
day  does  not  make  them  any  less  untrue.

This  might  enable  registered  dentists  In  the  cities  to  snake  money  oat  of 
the  work  of  anlicenced  assistants.  Who  can  be  obtained  at  less  than  half  the 
salaries  paid  to  registered  men,  bet  it  wonld  not  send  dentists  ont  to  the  conntry 
districts.

mich  Beaver  Grounds— Two  pioneers 
trappers  who  spent  the  Winter  beyond 
Canlm  Lake,  In  the  LUlooet  district, 
have  discovered  what  is  believed  to  toe 
one  of  the  largest  beaver  grounds  in 
Western  Canada.  It  is  located  many 
miles  from  the  trails  of  other  trupping 
lines  and  as  far  «s  can  be  learned  was 
unknown  even  to  ih*  Indians  of  the 
Canlm  Lake  reservation.  Their  pelt 
harvest  thus  far  Includes  190  beaver, 
11  coyotes,  10  lynx  and  25  marten.  At 
a  conservative  estimate  the  value  of 
these  skins  is  over  $2,000. 

Suit  for  Commission — In  the  Supreme

All 
that  is  awaited  Is  the  final  ratification 
by  the  Ottawa  authorities  of  the  pro- 
posed fishery  regulations  which  have 
Deen  drawn  up  by  the  Provincial  au- 
thorities. Licences  will  ha  Issued  at 
a  nominal  figure,  probably  81.  The 
large  Inland  waters  are  reported  to  be 
teeming  with  fish,  principally  white 
fish  and  char.  Efforts  ware  made  to 
start  commercial  fishing  ten  years  or 
more  ago,  only  to  result  tn  the  dis- 
covery that  a  conflict  of  jurisdiction 
existed  between  the  Dominion  and  Pro- 
vincial   Governments. 

V.  a.  Xnualgrattoa  Sew—It  Is  explain- 
ed in  a  dispatch  from  Washington  that 
the  18  tax  on  aliens  entering  the  United 
States,  which  applies  to  all  nationalities, 
including  Canadians,  was  Imposed  by 
the  Immigration  law  which  was  passed 
ovsr  President  Wilson's  veto  In  Febru- 
ary. It  becomes  effective  on  May  1. 
Canadians,  Newfoundlanders,  Cubans 
and  Mexicans  entering  the  United  States 
for  a  temporary  stay  are  exempt  if 
they  have  resided  uninterruptedly  In 
those  countries  one  year  preceding  such 
entrance.  The  tax  must  be  paid  to  the 
collector  of  customs  of  the  port  of  cus- 
toms district  to  which  tbe  alien  goes, 
but  If  there  is  no  collector  at  such  port 
or  district  then  to  the  nearest  collector 
by  the  master,  agent,  owner  or  con- 
signee of  the  vessel,  transportation  line 
or  other  conveyance  or  vehicle. 

Graduate  Burses  —  The  Graduate 
Nurses'  Association  of  British  Colum- 
bia will  hold  its  annual  meeting  in 
Victoria  on  Easter  Monday,  April  9.

Coast's  Future  Assured — Mr.  John  R. 
Duncan,  managing  director  of  the  Vul- 
can Iron  Works,  of  New  Westminster, 
has  jUBt  returned  from  a  drip  to  the 
East,  In  the  course  of  which  he  visited 
most  of  the  large  cities  both  In  Can- 
ada and  the  United  States.  He  found 
a  strong  belief  in  the  destiny  of  the 
Pscltlc  Coast  as  the  logical  place  for 
Canada's  shipbuilding  Industry,  on  ac- 
count of  the  handicaps  which  ship- 
builders must  contend  with  on  the  At- 
lantic. There  they  have  to  spend  large 
sums  of  money  on  heating  plants  dur- 
ing the  Winter  months.  He  says  that 
the  cost  of  living  in  Eastern  Canada 
has  gone  up  much  higher  than  In  the 
West,  the  cost  of  food  in  the  cafes  and 
of  hotel  accommodation  In  all  the  big 
cities  in  the  East  being  twice  that  of 
any  city  on  the  Pactfio  from  San  Fran- 
cisco north.

A.  Maclean,  K.C.,  the  auditor  stated 
that  that  amount  represented  the  dif- 
ference between  Mr.  Welch's  receipts 
and  disbursements.  The  'auditor  quail- 
fled  this  statement  by  saying-  that  a 
number  of  things  had  been  taken  for 
granted  in  preparing  the  statement,  but 
that  in  the  figuring  Mr.  Welch  was  given 
every  reasonable  leeway.  Profits  which 
were  naturally  connected'  with  such 
work  were  not  included  In  the  state- 
ment, this  policy  being  adopted  to  off- 
set the  fact  that  Mr.  Welch's  general 
expenses  were  not  included.  The  audi- 
tor had  no  hesitancy  in  stating  that  in 
view  of  this  showing  it  was  clear  that 
there  was  apparent  need  for  further  in- 
vestigation. 

Questioned  further  by  Chairman  Kar- 
ris, the  auditor  suggested  to  the  com- 
mittee that  Mr.  Welch's  overhead  ex- 
penses would  be  found  to  be  offset  by 
the  margin  of  profits  on  which  exact 
data  cannot  be  obtained  at  this  time, 
and  he  suggested  that  his  approximate 
statement  of  difference  between  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  would  be  main- 
tained  in  a  general   way.  « 

The  auditor  presented  a  letter  to  the 
committee  suggesting  that  Mr.  Welch's 
office  furnish  the  committee  with  a 
statement  of  approximate  profits  to  fa- 
cilitate the.  work  of  investigation,  and 
also  stated  that  the  auditors  could  give 
no  time  guarantee  as  to  when  the  audit 
can   be  completed. 

A  second  statement  filed  with  the 
committee  by  the  auditor,  Mr.  Towns- 
end,  showed  the  percentage  of  profits 
earned  by  subcontractors  to  range  from 
6  to  32  per  cent.  .  He  pointed  out  that 
the  highest  prOflt  rate,  that  of  32  per 
cent,  was  paid,  to  McPhee  &  Welch,  iuid 
inquiry  resulted  in  the  statement  that 
the  Welch  of  this  Arm  Is  a  nephew  of 
Mr.  P.  Welch. 

Led  by  motions  from  Mr.  George 
Hanes,  North  Vancouver's  member  on 
the  committee,  the  committee  stood  Arm 
in  Its  demand,  that  all  books  and  vouch- 
ers must  be  produced  here  in  Victoria  for 
perusal  by  next  Wednesday  morning.  It 
was  stated  that  In  Mr.  Welch's  Vancou- 
ver office,  just  such  a  statement  as  the 
committee  was  asking,  was  being  pre- 
pared. 

Chairman  Farris  suggested  that  the 
auditor  go  to  Vancouver  and  look  over 
the  statement  under  preparation,  to  see 
If  it  was  what  the  committee  will  re- 
quire. 

Mr.  H.  A.  MacLean,  counsel  for  the 
;  P.O.E.,  asked  whether  the  skilled  audit- 
or of  the  committee  could  not  go  over 
and  do  his  preliminary  work  in  Welch's 
office  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  bring- 
ing the  entire  set  of  books  and  vouch- 
ers over  here,  but  the  committee  re- 
mained firm  In  Its  demand  that  the 
books  and  vouchers  be  produced  in  Vic- 
toria. 

Mr.  E.  F.  White,  chief  clerk  in  Mr. 
Welch's  office,  Is  to  be  examined, by  the 
committee  next  Wednesday  morning 
when  the  inquiry  is  resumed,  and  at 
that  time  all  vouchers  of  the  P.G.E., 
together  with  the  mass  of  evidence  made 
up  by  the  Welch  books  and  vouchers, 
will    also   be  before   the    committee.

In  an  hour's  consideration  of  the  eight 
sections  of  the  new  irrigation  bllC  the 
bill  to  amend  tha  Water  Act.  the  Legis- 
lature yesterday  failed  to  pass  a  single 
section  in  committee  of  the  whole,  all 
of  them  being  laid  over  for  further  con- 
sideration. 

When  tha  bill  was  reached  on  the  or- 
der paper  Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser  suggested 
that  committee  stage  be  postponed  un- 
til after  Easter  In  order  that  some  of 
tha  Upper  Country  members  might  ob- 
tain the  views  of  their  constituents. 

Mr.  Anderson,  of  Kamloops,  replied 
that  It  was  getting  late  and  the  Govern- 
ment should  push  the  bill  through  In 
order  that  no  time  might  be  lost  In 
meeting  this  year's  situation  In  the  ir- 
rigated districts. 

"If  we  set  our  necks  the  Government 
may  be  here  some  time  on,  this  hill," 
said    Mr.    Bowser. 

"We  have  no  desire  to  railroad  the 
bill,"  replied  the  Premier.  "We  do  not 
wish  to  lift  It  from  committee  for  the 
present.  I  presume  that  the  neck  of 
the  Opposition  has  been  sore  ever  since 
September  14,  hence  its  leader's  expres- 
sion." 

"The  stirrer  the  neck  the  more  easily 
broken."  was  Hon.  Mr.  Oliver's  contri- 
bution to  the  persiflage.  "We  will  not 
railroad  this  measure.  We  have  no 
desire  to  follow  the  example  set  last 
year." 

Hon.  Mr.  Patullo  pressed  to  have  the 
bill   gone  on   with. 

Sections  laid  Over 
Section  after  section,  at  the  request 
of  the  Opposition,  was  laid  over.  Mr. 
Bowser  had  an,  objection  to  the  provi- 
sion which  states  that  the  water  comp- 
troller shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  no- 
tice of  any  mortgage  or  charge  unless  a 
copy  has  been  filed  with  him.  He 
thought  that  this  might  work  a  hard- 
ship on  the  mortgagee',  who.  In  ordinary 
cases,  would  rely  on  the  provisions  of 
the  Land  Registry  Act.  The  Opposition 
leader  also  outlined  the  objections  which 
might  be  entertained  to  section  eight. 
In  the  first  place,  the  Government  was 
taking  very  wide  powers  Indeed  to  pro- 
vide that  where  it  deemed  necessary  it 
could  take  over  the  water  systems  from 
the  companies  and  hand  them  to  the 
water  users  without  compensation.  It 
also  it  was  proposed  to  place  the  costs 
of  repairs,  etc.,  as  ordered  by  the  Gov- 
ernment, as  a  first  charge  on  the  sys- 
tems coming  before  the  bonds,  then 
there  should  be  some  limit  to  the  length 
of  time  such  a  first  charge  would  apply. 
He  pointed  out  that  there  was  nothing 
in  the  bill  by  way  of  a~penalty  clause 
applying  against  a  company  which  did 
not  live  up  to  a  Government  order  to 
make  repairs. 

The  Government's  proposal  to  make 
any  loan  or  guarantee  It  provided  for 
repair  and  operation  a  first  charge  or. 
the  company's  systems  and  also  on  wa- 
ter users'  lands  prior  to  bonds  was  a 
serious  one,  he  thought. 

Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo  remarked  that  an 
amendment  had  been  prepared  making  it 
optional  with  the  Government  whether 
It  applied  the  charge  to  the  lands.  Kvcn 
so,  it  was  a  dangerous  power  to  take, 
thought  the  Opposition  leader. 

"The  only  way  we  can  do  It  is  by 
way  of  a  first  charge,"  replied  the  min- 
ister. "These  systems  must  pay  for 
themselves  and  not  be  placed  upon  the 
rest  of  the  Province.  If  the  Province 
has  to  give  temporary  help  then  It 
should  have  a  right  to  levy  a  first 
charge,  both  against  the  systems  and 
against  the  lands  which  they  serve.  The 
situation  in  the  irrigated  districts  Ib  cri- 
tical and  drastic,  and  strenuous  steps 
must  be  taken  to  meet  it. 

Provincial    Elections'    Aot 

The  amendment  to  the  Provincial 
Elections  Act,  giving  women  the  vote, 
went  through  the  committee  stage  and 
will  get  its  third  reading  today.  Mr. 
Manson,  of  Omineca,  proposed  a  slight 
amendment  to  require  women  who 
wlBhed  to  change  their  names  on  the 
lists  In  future,  as  a  result  of  getting 
married,  to  produce  their  marriage  cer- 
tificates. 

Mr.  Bowser  considered  the  suggestion 
a  reasonable  one,  adding  that  probably 
a  form  for  them  to  fill  out  would  serve 
the  purpose. 

Hon.  Mr.  Macdonald  inserted  an 
amendment  requiring  the  women  to  fur- 
nish proof  of  change  of  name  "satisfac- 
tory to  the  registrar."  He  also  added 
amendments  yesterday  extending  the 
time  of  closing  the  Spring  voters'  lints 
to  the  second  Monday  in  May  this  year, 
with  the  court  of  revision  three  weeks 
later,  and  providing  for  the  appointment 
of  women  commissioners  to  receive  the 
applications  of  women  who  desire  to  be 
placed  upon  the  lists  this  Spring. 

The  second  reading  was  given  to  tha 
bill  to  amend  the  Vancouver  Incorpora- 
tion Act,  the  bill  in  which  section  27  of 
the  charter  amendments  being  asked  for 
by  that  city  Is  lifted  out  and  made  a 
special  act  by  Itself.  It  provided  for 
granting  power  to  the  city  to  pay  the 
cost  of  any  investigations  made  on  the 
order  of  the  Council  and  the  real  reason 
for  Its  being  Is  to  permit  the  city  to  pay 
the  costs  of  the  investigation  held  last 
year  Into  the  affairs  of  the  school  board, 
the  cost  of  which  is  still  unpaid,  as  the 
Central  Ratepayers'  Association  have 
taken  court  action  to  prevent  the  city 
from  making  payment,  on  the  ground 
that  the  city  has  no  legal  authority  to

MILD  TEMPERATURES 
OF  SPRING  RECORDED 

Yesterday    Waa    Warmest    Day    of    Year    to 

Bates    and    Points    to    Favorable 

vuutiicr  Conditions 

Spring  announced  her  presence  In 
her  own  way  for  the  first  time  yester- 
day. It  was  the  first  day  of  this  year 
in  which  warmth  entered  the  ground 
to  any  appreciable  extent,  and  this  In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  there  was  no 
period  of  bright   sun   recorded. 

Temperatures  were  high  throughout 
the  Coast  belt  during  the  day  and 
were  particularly  so  in  the  far  North. 
In  both  Atlin  and  Dawson  yesterday's 
maximums  were  made  at  the  freezing 
point,  which  Ib  a  remarkable  rise  with- 
in the  last  few  days,  especially  In  the 
case  of  the  latter  point.  At  Prince 
Kupert  the  maximum  was  reached  at 
44  degreen  and  at  points  in  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  States,  decided  warmth  was 
recorded.  In  Portland  it  was  60  de- 
green,  and  at  San  Francisco,  76.  The 
highest  temperature  recorded  here  yes- 
terday was  51  degrees,  and  the  lowest 
but  nine  degrees  below  that.  The  tem- 
perature on  the  ground  was  40  de- 
grees as  against  28  on  the  previous 
day.  The  rainfall  amounted  to  .3  of 
an  Inch  and  was  considerably  heavier 
along  the  coast,  where  more  than  an 
inch  of  precipitation  was  reported  from 
many   points. 

The  mild  weather  is  spreading  Into 
the  interior  of  the  Province  and  Al- 
berta was  yesterday  experiencing  a 
Chinook  wind  with  temperatures  rang- 
ing up  to  nearly  60  degree*  over  the 
southern  portion  of  that  Province.

In  speaking  to  the  bill,  Mr.  J.  W.  de 
B.  Karris  stated  he  considered  the  Op- 
position shown  by  the  Leader  of  the

Ask  l*or  Amendments — A  s  a  result 
<>f  a  meeting  of  timber  licence  hold- 
ers held  at  Vancouver  a  delegation 
will  come  to  Victoria  shortly  to  Inter- 
view the  Minister  of  Lands  with  re- 
ference to  changes  that  will  be  asked 
in  the  Forest  Act.  It  is  likely  that 
the  delegation  will  urge  that  the  time 
for  the  survey  of  timber  licences  be 
extended.  As  the  Act  now  stands  all 
licences  have  to  be  surveyed  by  March 
31  of  next  year.  It  Is  the  view  of  the 
timber  licence  holders  that  this  time 
should  be  extended  on  account  of  the 
shortage  of  men.  owing  to  the  number 
away  at  the  front  and  the  scarcity  of 
money. 

Appeal  Mssalssed— - The  Court  of  Ap- 
peal sitting  in  Vancouver  handed  down 
ludgment  dismissing  the  appeal  In  the 
case  of  Parsons  vs.  Norrla  et  al.  The 
action  was  to  compel  Mrs.  Korrls  to 
give  specific  performance  of  a  contract 
to  cell  an  Interest  In  certain  oyster 
beds  at  Berkley  Bound.  The  plaintiff 
sought  an  Interim  Injunction  restrain- 
ing her  from  otherwise  dealing  in  the 
property  and  Mr.  Justice  Morrison  up- 
held the  contention  that  aa  the  depend- 
ant of  a  soldier  she  was  entitled  to  a 
atay  of  proceedings,  and  refused  the 
Injunction.  An  appeal  was  taken  from 
this  decision  and  the  appeal  was  die- 
missed. 


A  brief  meeting  of  the  Public  Ac 
counts  Committee  of  the  Legislature 
was  held  yesterday  morning  but  owing 
to  the  fact  that  some  members  were 
at  the  time  sitting  on  other  committees 
the  meeting  was  adjourned  without  any 
business  being  transacted.

The  committee  agreed  to  recommend 
an  amendment  making  It  clear  that  net 
earnings  are  meant,  provided  the  com- 
pany  can  show  thst  such  was  the  In- 
tention when  the  bill  was  before  the 
House  last  year.

Trades   aad   Labor   Ceuarll   to   Take   Action 
Against  Orientals  Alleged  te  Be  Em- 
ployed on  Oaverasseat  Coatracta 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Trades 
and  Labor  Council  last  evening.  Dele- 
gate Boss,  of  the  Barbers'  Union,  pre- 
sided. The  executive  recommended 
that  inquiries  be  made  as  to  Chinese 
working  on  Government  work  In  the 
establishment  of  the  Cameron  Lumber 
Co.  This  information  was  reported  to 
be  correct  and  a  motion  waa  passed 
to  bring  the  matter  before  the  Do- 
minion and  If  necessary  the  Imperial 
Governments;  also  that  the  Trades  and 
Labor  Congress  of  Canada  be  Instruct- 
ed to  deal  with  It. 

A  communication  was  read  from  the 
Typographical  Union  to  the  effect  that 
the  union  was  opposed  to  churches 
being  exempted   from   taxation. 

The  question  of  men  having  to  work 
14  houra  a  day  and  for  seven  days  a, 
week  on  Dominion  work,  despite  the 
fact  that  there  Is  a  Dominion  fair 
wage  officer,  was  brought  up  and  re- 
ferred  to  the  executive. 

Bill  No.  10  was  considered.  It  waa 
explained  that  the  BUI  was  a  danger- 
ous one.

C.  Dental  Council  has  expressed 
willingness    to   accept    Dominion    Dental 


Council  qualifications  and  is  asking  the  neces 
sary  power  of  the  Provincial  Government,  fol- 
lowing negotiations  extending  over  the  last 
two  years." — Statement  of  dentists  opposing 
the  revision  of  the  Act. 


The  Real  Facts  of  the  Case 

i.  That  the  B.C.  Dental  Council  has  officially  taken  action 
which  refused  recognition  to  holders  of  Dominion  Council  den- 
tal certificates  to  practice  in  B.  C. 

Note*— As  the  Council  flatly  refuses  to  allow  an  inspection 
of  its  minute  books,  the  exact  date  of  this  refusal  cannot  be 
stated. 

a.  That  shortly  after  the  Provincial  dental  convention  of  a 
year  or  so  ago,  the  Dental  Council  turned  down  the  overtures 
of  the  President  of  the  Dominion  Council  when  he  came  to  the 
Coast,- hoping  to  make  arrangements  for  the  Council  certificates 
to  be  recognized  in  B.  C. 

3.  That  on  February  17  Dr.  A.  R.  Baker  met  three  members 
of  the  Dental  Council  (Dr.  Milton  Jones,  of  Vancouver;  Dr. 
Jones,  of  New  Westminster  /md  Dr.  Griffiths,  of  Victoria),' 
And  Dr.  Black,  President  of  the  Vancouver  Dental  Association, 
In  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Dental  Council.  At  that 
meeting  the  proposed  revision  of  the  Dental  Act  was  gone  over 
and,  while  a  general  agreement  looking  toward  its  enactment 
was  reached,  one  of  the  clauses  to  which  the  members  of  the 
Council  present  took  vigorous  exception  was  the  provision  for 
the  recognition  of  Dominion  Dental  Council  certificates. 

4.  At  a  representative  meeting  of  dentists  of  Vancouver, 
New  Westminster  and  vicinity,  held  February  23,  in  the  Van- 
couver Hotel,  the  revision  of  the  Dental  Act  was  discussed,  and 
one  of  the  points  to  which  strong  exception  was  taken  was  the 
recognition  of  Dominion  Dental  Council  licences. 

5.  At  a  representative  meeting  of  Victoria  dentists,  held 
February  24,  in  the  Balmoral  Hotel,  Victoria,  objection  was 
made  to  any  proposal  to  include  recognition  of  Dominion  Den- 
tal certificates  being  covered  by  the  revision. 

6.  Any  action  looking  toward  the  possible  recognition  of  Do- 
minion DonUl  Council  certificate*  for  practice  in  B.  C.  was  an- 
nounced only  after  th*  methods  and  policies  of  the  B.  C.  Dental 
Council  had  been  explained  to  the  public  through  the  public 
press.

One  of  the  Morses 

Of  the  thousands  of  Englishwomen 
who  are  serving  their  country  in  the 
hospitals  not  the  least  capable  and 
kindly,  we  may  be  sure,  is  Miss  Pro- 
thero,  the  daughter  of  lit.  Hon.  E.  Pro- 
thero,  a  member  of  the  new  British  Cab- 
inet. The  Minister  Is  a  member  for 
the  University  of  Oxford  and  a  man 
of  high  attainments.'  He  was  for  five 
years  editor  of  The  Quarterly  Review 
and  Is  the  author  of  many  memoirs  and 
biographies.  He  was  chosen  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Departmental  Committee  on 
Home  Production  in  1915.  At  sixty-five 
Mr.  Prothero  is  doing  his  part  in  pre- 
paring his  country  to  triumph  in  the 
final  struggle. 

Miss  Prothero  is  a  representative  of 
those  educated  women  of  the  up- 
per middle  class  who  are  showing  them- 
selves very  capable  servants  of  the 
State.  Her  grandfather  was  a  distin- 
guished clergyman  and  her  mother  the 
daughter  of  John  Ballward,  Horsington 
Manor.  Somerset.  The  Empire  in  like- 
ly to  have  need  of  the  services  of  such 
women  both  in  its  homes  and  in  pub- 
lic capacitlea  in   the  years   to  come. 


The  ClUssns'  Educational  &s*ffus 
A  society  for  "the  study  of  social, 
civic,  economic  and  political  questions" 
was  organised  in  Victoria  some  months 
ago.  It  is,  perhaps,  not  surprising  that 
it  has  not  claimed  wide  attention.  Tht> 
time  and  thoughts  of  most  people,  es- 
pecially most  women,  have  been  en- 
grossed In  patriotic  work.  There,  at 
least,  there  was  no  room  for  question  as 
to  one's  duty.  The  Red  Cross,  the 
Daughters  of  Empire  and  the  Patriotic 
Aid  Society  furnished  leadership,  and 
whatever  time  could  be  spared  from 
wage-earning  occupations  has  been  de- 
voted to  supporting.  In  one  way  or  an- 
other, these  patriotic  organisations. 
Many  people,  whose  hearts  were 
numbed  and  minds  distracted  with  sor- 
row and  anxiety,  shrank  from  undertak- 
ing fresh  responsibilities.  A  certain 
dread  of  the  controversies  which  were 
going  on  all  over  the  world  may  have 
had  its  effect  in  causing  people  to  hold 
aloof  from  even  friendly  interchange  of 
ideas. 

Now  that  the  third  year  of  the  war 
has  more  than  half  gone  it  becomes 
evident  that  there  are  problems  that 
must  be  faced,  and  preparations  that 
must  be  made.  In  matters  which  af- 
fect men  and  women  alike,  action  can- 
not be  long  delayed.  Peace  may  not 
come  this  year,  but  already  the-  dis- 
abled soldiers  have  begun  to  arrive  in 
sll  parts  of  Canada,  and  for  many  of 
them  there  is  no  work.  Soon  the  num- 
ber will  be  multiplied.  These  returned 
soldiers  sre  not  being  supplied  with 
the  mechanical  devices  which  in  Euro- 
pean countries  are  mitigating  the  loss 
of  limbs  for  many  of  them. 

Food  is  scarce  and  dear,  and  there  is 
little  prospeot  of  a  change.  Msny 
women  even  have  been  forced  to  take 
upon  themselves  the  burden  of  the 
maintenance  of  their  families.  The 
liquor  question  has  not  been  settled. 
These  are  among  the  matters  that  touch 
all  households.  Immigration  lw  almost 
sure  to  follow  the  declaration  of  pesce. 
Women  are  about  to  receive  political 
power  In  our  own  Province,  and  they 
already  have  It  in  the  middle  west.  This 
In  Itself  constitutes  matter  for  grave 
study  and  earnest  thought.  She  Is  not 
likely  to  be  a  help  to  the  state  who 
does  not,  so  fsr  ss  she  has  the  oppor- 
tunity and  the  ability,  prepare  for  the 
exercise  of  the  power  she  will  re- 
ceive. 

The  party  organisations.  It  is  true, 
sre  welcoming  women  to  their  member- 
ship. Thst  msny  will  avail  themselves 
of  this  means  ef  preparation  has  al- 
ready been  shown.  But  others  will 
feel  that  education,  pure  and  simple.. 
as'  free  as  possible  from  pert)-  bias,  is 
what    they  need. 

According  te  Invitations  Issued  to  the 
secretaries  of  patriotic,  church  and 
benevolent  societies  this  is  what  the 
"Citlxens  KducaUsnal  League"  desires 
to  give  by  its  lecture  course,  arranged 


by  a  committee  of  which  Mrs.  W. 
Johnston  is  chairman,  its  literature 
committee  led  by  Mrs.  W.  O.  Story,  wife 
of  Rear-Admiral  Story,  and  the  legis- 
lative committee  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Mr.  R.  T.  Elliott.  The  presi- 
dent of  the  society  is  Mrs.  Baer,  and 
the  secretary  O.  M.  Lewis. 

The  lectures  are  open  to  the  public. 
This  evening  Rev.  W.  S.  Stevenson  will 
give  an  address  on  "Women's  New 
Chapter  of  Freedom  and  Some  Needed 
Reforms."  The  placo  of  meeting  Is 
the  Victoria  Club  in  the  Campbell 
Building. 

This  Is  not  a  new  women's  society, 
hut,  if  the  circular  expresses  its  alms 
aright,  an  association  of  men  and  wo- 
men whose  aim  is  a  clearer  knowledge 
of  the  questions  of  the  day  and  a 
deeper  insight  into  those  problems 
which  are  even  now  pressing  for  solu- 
tion. There  is  room  for  such  a  society 
in  our  city  and- Province. 


The  Call  of  the  Land. 

Food  must  be  raised  in  larger  quan- 
tities In  Canada,  and  there  Is  not  labor 
enough  available  to  do  the  work  re- 
quired. This  1b  being  realized  in  On- 
tario and  on  the  prairies.  Very  often 
shiploads  of  food  Intended  for  Great 
Britain  and  France  are  sunk.  So  much 
we  are  told  by  British  statesmen  even 
while  they  prove  that  the  submarines 
are  not  doing*  all  that  was  expected  of 
them.  Under  no  conditions  which  the 
most  optimistic  can  forecast  will  there 
be  a  surplus  of  food  for  next  year  in 
the  world.  It  is  sowing  time  now,  and 
the  dread  harvest  of  war  is  being  reap- 
ed by  millions  of  men  in  Europe,  while 
on  our  own  continent  millions  more 
may  be  wtihdrawn  to  prepare  for  war. 

There  is  famine  and  destitution  in 
many  places  beside  Armenia,  Belgium 
and  Poland.  How  close  the  world  Is 
living  to  the  border  line  of  want  has 
been  shown  by  the  crowdB  of  women 
who  begged  for  bread  In  New  York  re- 
cently. Most  of  us  know  that  even  in 
our  own  city  a  long  illness  of  the 
breadwinner  would  bring  want  to  the 
majority  of  homes.  It  Is  right  that 
every  man  and  woman  in  this  country 
should  face  the  situation.  Canada  has 
abundant  land.  It  has  not  been  stated 
that  there  is  a  lack  of  seed.  But  farm- 
ers must  have  help,  and  their  wives 
need  other  women  to  aid  in  cooking, 
washing  and  otherwise  ministering  to 
the  laborers.  In  many  places  women 
could  assist  with  planting  and  harwest- 
lng. 

There  is  no  excuse  for  the  Idleness 
of -a  single  man.  Those  who  are  not 
enlisted  can,  if  they  want  It,  find  work 
In  helping  to  cultivate  grain  land,  in 
tending  flocks  and  herds,  and  otherwise 
providing  food  for  the  armies  and  those 
who  remain  at  home.  There  Is  much  of 
the  outdoor  work  that  women  can  do 
at  home  as  well  as  abroad.  Planting 
potatoes  where  machinery  Is  not  avail- 
able is  not  skilled  labor.  Women  can 
learn  to  prune  trees,  to.  cultivate  the 
orchards,  to  gather  the  fruit,  to  milk, 
to  feed  pigs,  to  care  for  poultry.  Home- 
ly tasks.  Yes,  Indeed,  and  distasteful 
perhaps.  Those  who  engage  in  them 
will  be  very  weary.  Every  muscle  in 
their  bodies  will  ache  long  before  night 
comes    for   their   relief. 

But  what  is  such  work  compared 
with  the  horrors  of  the  trenches  or 
the  terrors  of  No  Man's  Land,  where 
schoolboys  are  doing  the  work  of  men; 
not  seldom  of  heroes?  It  is  time  those 
who  have  slept  In  soft  beds  and  lived 
in  comfort  for  the  past  two  years  and 
a  half  looked  round  to  see  if  they  can- 
not do  anything  to  supply  that  lack 
of  labor  on  the  land  Which  men  are 
facing  with  something  like  dismay. 
If  the  need  la  at  our  own  doors  so 
much  the  better.  I«  thenj  a  dairyman 
who  would  raise  more  calves  if  there 
was  some  one  to  tend  them?  Are  there 
orchards  that  could  be  made  more  pro- 
ductive If  the  land  were  better  culti- 
vated? Would  berry  field*  be  brought 
Into  bearing  if  assurance  Were  given 
that  the  imp  would  be  gather*!?  Could 
more  butter  be  made  on  Island  or  main- 
land, mpre  hay  raised,  more  root  crops 
produced?  Then  let  the  owners  of 
the  land  make  their  wants  known,  the 
wages  they  can  afford  to  pay,  and  leave 
It  to.  the  consciences  of  men  and  wo- 
men, boys  and  girls,  to  come  to  their 
aid. 

But  If  there  Is  not  work  In  our  own 
Province,  if  conditions  are  such  that 
production  cannot  be  Increased,  then 
let  those  who  have  health  and  strength 
and  who  are  not  bound  by  home  ties 
listen  to  the  call  from  the  prairies.  Let 
them  lend  their  help  to  fill  the  ele- 
vators with  grain,  and  to  raise  the 
other  crops  that  will  be  needed  for  man 
and  beast.  There  will  be  little  glory 
and  perhaps  small  praise-  to  reward 
such    efforts.      But    there    will    be    the 


Though  very  late  in  the  day.  the 
school  authorities  have  done  wisely  In 
closing  the  primary  schools.  Had  .the 
step  been  taken  in  the  district  where 
the  outbreak  first  occurred  much  ex- 
pense, great  trouble  and  no  little  sor- 
row would  have  been  saved.  The  sea- 
son has  been  singularly  Inclement,  and 
many  young  children  in  the  first  stages 
of  the  sickness  of  measles  have  been 
exposed  to  the  cutting  winds.  Impru- 
dent mothers  have  sent  others  out  be- 
fore they  had  fully  regained  their 
strength.  The  wonder  is  that  there 
have  not  been  more  deaths  and  relapses. 

The  older  children  will  have  a  ten 
days'  holiday  at  the  close  of  this  week, 
and  it  is  hoped  thst  by  the  time  they 
are  over  the  epidemic  will  have  run  its 
course.  In  the  meantime  mothers  of 
sick  children  should  be  very  careful. 
Experienced  parents  know  that  children 
who  have  measles  should  be  watched 
lest  complications  arise.  Those  who 
kt<ow  anything  about  the  disease  should 
call  in  the  family  doctor,  the  health 
officer  or  a  nurse.  To  save  money  and 
trouble  at  auch  a  time  is  poor  economy. 
ThoHe  who  carelessly  allow  the  disease 
to  spread  from  their  houses  even  at 
this  stnge  have  much  to  answer  for. 
It  is  not  necessary  that  every  child 
should  have  the  measles.  On  the  other 
hand,  It  often  happens  that  the  sickness 
weakness  behind  It.  The  best  that  can 
be  done  now  is  to  take  good  care  of 
children  who  are  ill  and  to  -prevent,  as 
far  as  possible,  the  further  spread  of 
infection. 


Street  Oomsrs. 

There  are  certain  corners  in  the  resi- 
dential parts  of  the  city  where  be- 
tween seven  and  nine  o'clock  in  the 
evening  groups  of  boys  and  girls  may 
always  be  met.  The  children  romp  and 
play  totally  unguarded,  usually  un- 
checked. If  they  become  too  noisy  a 
passing  policeman  may  give  a  warning 
but    this   is    not    usual. 

These  children  are  receiving  their 
education  In  morals  and  manners  on 
the  street.  Neither  the  home  nor  the 
school  can  wholly  .counteract  the  les- 
sons learned  in  these  evening  games. 

Young  mothers  cannot  too  early  re- 
solve that  their  little  boys  and  girls 
must  stay  in  at  nights.  No  pleasure 
which  they  can  now  enjoy  will  compen- 
sate good  mothers  for  the  trouble  that 
may  be  caused  by  leaving  children  out 
playing  after  dark  while  they  spend  the 
early  hours  of  the  evening  away  from 
home.  On  the  other  hand,  mothers  who 
Insist  that  their  little  folks  stay  in 
after  supper  or  dinner  and  find  their 
enjoyment  or  their  work  at  home  till 
bed  time  may  safely  trust  them  to  tak- 
ing care  of  themselves  when  they  have 
reached  the  time  of  more  mature  Judg- 
ment. This  does  not,  of  course,  prevent 
their  enjoying  an  occasional  treat  whe- 
ther socially  or  at  some  good  public 
entertainment.  The  simple  precaution 
of  keeping  children  from  the  streets 
at  night  would  end  half  the  troubles 
that  bring  boys  and  girls  into  police 
courts  and  reforming  Institutions.  No 
work  that  a  wife  and  mother  can  do 
outside  her  own  home  Is  so  valuable 
to  the  community  or  to  the  state  as 
the  care  of  her  own  boys  and  girls. 
No  one  can  guard  them  as  she  can. 
This  simple  truth  is  .forgotten  by  too 
many  In  these  days.  There  are  always 
people  enough  to  do  the  outside  work. 
Women  who  have  no  children,  or  those 
whose  birds  have  flown  and  whose  nests 
are  empty.  The  little  ones  must  have 
all  the  love  and  oare  and  watchfulness 
the  best  and  wisest  mothers  can  give.

mooted  question,  and  has  engaged  the 
attention  of  the  leading  dleteticians  ot 
the  whole  world  for  many  years.  Ap- 
parently there  Is  little  choice  between 
white  and  whole  wheat  flour  on  tho 
score  of  nutritive  value,  and  If  there  Is 
any  choice  tbe  weight  of  authority 
seems  to  loan  In  favor  of  white  flour. 
The  weight  of  authority  turns  largely 
on  the  point  of  absorbability.  Tbs  nu- 
trients of  white  flour  are  more  readily 
and  mors  completely  absorbed  Into  the 
system  than  those  of  wools  wheat.  Fol- 
lowing ere  the  opinions  of  soms  of  tbe 

leading  authorities:  

Hutchison  says:  "When  we  pass  on 
to  consider  the  relative  nutritive  values 
of  white  and  whole  wheat  flour,  we  are 
on  ground  which  has  been  the  scene  of 
many  a  controversy.  It  Is  often  con- 
tended that  whole  wheat  is  preferable 
to  whits  bread,  because  It  is  riches  in 
protled  and  mineral  matter,  and  so 
makes  a  better  balanced  diet.  But  our 
examination  of  the  chemical  composi- 
tion of  wholo  wheat  bread  has  shown 
that,  as  regards  protled  at  least,  this  is 
not  always  true,  and  sven  were  It  the 
case,  ths  leaser  absorption  of  whole 
wheat  bread,  which  we  have  seen  to 
occur  would  tend  to  annul  tbe  advan- 
tage An  regards  mineral  matter,  the 
evidence  Is  not  so  clear,  and  there  is 
some  reason  to  believe  that  the  abso- 
lute yield  of  these  constituents  to  the 
body  Is  greater  with  whole  wheat  bread, 
especially  If  It  be  finely  ground.  In  tho 
esse  of  an  Individual  living  upon  an  or- 
dinary mixed  diet,  however,  this  sdvan- 
tege  is  not  a  matter  of  greet  impor- 
tance. 

"Where  bread  constitutes  the  chief 
source  of  nutriment,  as  Is  unfortunate- 
ly only  too  often  the  case.  It  is  proba- 
bly wisest  to  use  the  old-fashioneu 
household  bread,  which  Is  not  brown 
but  cream-colored,  and  which  Includes 
both  the  germ  and  the  semolina.  This 
la  certainly  superior  to  ordinary  white 
bread  from  a  chemical  point  of  view, 
whilst  It  Is  in  no  way  Inferior  to  the 
latter  in  digestibility  and  capability  of

■ome   Experiments 

United  States  Farmers'  Bulletin  No. 
388  says:  "What  kind  of  bread  furnishes 
the  greatest  amount  of  digestible  nutri- 
ents? Among  the  earliest  and  most  fa- 
mous experiments  made  to  test  this 
question  are  those  conducted  by  Meyer 
and  Volt,  of  Munich,  about  thirty  years 
ago.  They  used  different  kinds  of  rye 
and  wheat  bread,  and  reached  the  con- 
clusion, which  all  later  work  has  veri- 
fied, that  the  digestibility  of  bread  de- 
pends largely  upon  its  lightness.  The 
work  done  during  ten  years  at  the 
Maine  and  Minnesota  experiment  sta- 
tions throws  much  light  on  the  com- 
parative*  value  of  different  kinds  of 
bread. 

"Upwards  of  100  digestion  experi- 
ments have  be,*11  made  with  young, 
healthy  men.  with  bread  from  different 
grades  of  flour  ground  from  hard  and 
soft  wheats  from  Indiana,  Michigan, 
Minnesota,  Dakota,  Oklahoma  and  Ore- 
gon. In  all  these  investigation  great 
care  was  given  to  the  securing  of  differ- 
ent grades  of  flour  from  the  ssane  lot 
of  wheat,  to  the  production  of  bread 
from  the  flours,  and  to  all  other  details 
of  the  experiments.  In  order  to  secure 
uniformity  of  conditions,  and  thus  In- 
sure fairness  and  reliability  in  com- 
parison. The  results  of  these  experi- 
ments, therefore,  give  very  definite  in- 
formation regarding  the  relative  digest- 
ibility of  bread  from  different  grades 
of  flour. 

"The  larger  number  of  thise  experi- 
ments were  made  with  graham,  whole 
wheat  and  standard  patent  (white) 
flours,  from  wheats  from  different  sec- 
tions of  the  country.  The  averages  ot 
the  results  with  these  three  grades  ot 
flour  give  the  following  as  the  propor- 
tion of  nutrients  that  were  digested 
from  the  different  flours,  these  factors 
being  commonly  termed  coefficients  of 
digestibility:  Standard  patent  floui 
(white),  protein.  88.6  per  cent  and  car- 
bohydrates  97.7  per  cent;    whole  wheat

.  pn  oath  to  testify.  He  stated  that  the 
clauses  in  the  city's  charter  obligating 
the  city  to  buy  out  the  company  be- 
fore entering  into  the  business  carried 
on  by  the  company  had  had  weight 
with  him  when  he  came  to  invest  his 
funds.  Ha  was  aware  of  the  existence 
•of  those  clauses  and  he  had  had  great 
faith  In  the  future  growth  and  im- 
portance of  Vancouver.  It  had  been 
his  belief  that  the  stock  of  the  com- 
pany offered  a  gilt  edged  invesment,  a 
belief,  he  stated,  that  was  sincere  be- 
cause he  had  acted  upon  it  and  be- 
tween '1906  and  1913  he  had  purchased 
all  told,  4776  shares  at  the  par  value 
of  one.  pound.  Those  clauses,  he  had 
believed,  would  ensure  the  company 
ajgalnat  competition  that  might  be  in- 
augurated by  a  radical  council.  He  did 
not  possess,  according  to  his  evidence, 
a  very  high  opinion  of  municipal  coun- 
cils as  managers  of  business  enter- 
prises from  the  standpoint  of  efficient 
management  looking  to  produce  re- 
turns on  capital  invested.  It  had  been 
Ms  experience  that  such  municipal  en- 
terprises were  run  in  an  extravagant 
manner,  that  the  management  rested  on 
Its  ability  to  use  the  peoples'  money 
where  deficits  occurred  and  the  element 
of  wire-pulling  that  Inevitably  entered 
mitigated  against  anything  like  sound 
business  methods.

One  of  the  good  things  on  the  bill 
at  the  Pantages  this  week  is  the  splen- 
did character  acting  of  John  P.  Wade, 
In  "The  Coral  Cameo,"  a  playlet  gem 
written  especially  for  him  by  John  B.

Kven  now,  when  he  has  a  new  negro 
role  to  offer,  he  does  not  depend  en- 
tirely upon  his  early  Impressions  of 
negro  character,  but  makes  a  sally 
down  South  to  obtain  the  very  best 
material  for  his  portrayal.  That  is 
one  of  the  reasons  why  his  perform- 
ance is  faultless. 

In  the  year  1899,  Wade  was  trying 
to  sell  pianos,  none  too  successfully, 
he  admits.  That  was  In  Seattle,  lie 
had  come  to  the  Coast  with  the  in- 
tention of  proceeding  with  the  seeth- 
ing wave  of  humanity  in  the  direction 
of  the  newly  discovered  bonanza  tn  the 
Klondyke.  He  hesitated  In  Seattle  and 
undertook  the  thankless  job  of  induc- 
ing the  unresponsive  residents  to  In- 
stall pianos  In  their  homes,  especially 
it  was  profitless  work.  The  now  re- 
nowned Senator  J.  Ham  Lewis,  of  Chi- 
cago, was  also  in  Seattle  at  that  time, 
interpreting  the  law  for  the  natives. 
The  two  men  became  great  friends. 
Lewis  liked  to  hear  Wade's  stories, 
and  he  thought  the  latter  would  make 
a  better  actor  than  piano  salesman. 
He  was  candid  about  it,  and  when  the 
James  Nelll  Stock  Company  came  to 
town,  got  Wade  a  Job  In  the  cast.  That 
Was  the  beginning,  the  very  beginning 
of  a  career  which  has  made  him  one 
of  the  very  best  character  actors  that 
has  ever  been  found  in  stock. 

In  1901  there  was  the  beginning  of 
another  epoch  In  the  theatrical  venture 
of  Wade  when  he  was  playing  with 
one  of  Ned  Harrigan's  original  stock 
companies  In  San  Francisco.  Harrlgan 
heard  one  of  Wade's  negro  stories  and  ' 
determined  that  he  should  be  cast  in 
the  very  next  negro  part  offered  in 
the  repertoire  of  the  company.  This 
opportunity  came  in  the  presentation 
of  "The  Leather  Patch,"  and  Wade's 
work  was  such  a  pronounced  success 
that  it  cast  the  die  for  the  rest  of  his 
theatrical  career.  He  has  portrayed 
nothing  but  negro  Character  parts  since 
that  day. 

Mr.  Wade  will  be  remembered  by 
Victorian's  for  his  presentation  of 
"Marse  Shelby's  Christmas  Dinner," 
admittedly  one  of  the  classics  of  vau- 
deville, which  he  made  in  this  city 
more  than    four   years  ago. 

His  present  sketch,  "The  Coral 
Cameo,"  is  thought  by  many  to  be 
superior  even  to  that  great  success. 

The  story  told  therein  is  a  most  un- 
usual one.  The  tale  concerns  itself 
with  one,  Luke  Davis,  an  old  negro 
barber,  whose  lovable  qualities  have 
been  recognized  by  his  white  brethren. 
Luke  has  just  buried  his  only  child — 
a  girl  of  eighteen — whose  path  in  life 
led  her  across  that  of  a  gay  deceiver. 
The  fond  old  father's  vengeance  on  the 
man,  forms  a  gratifying  denouement 
to  an  altogether  unique  story.  As 
Luke  Davis,  Mr.  Wade  has  a  character 
admirably  suited  to  his  capabilities 
for  fun-making  as  well  as  pathos.

LONDON.  April  4.— Englishmen  vie 
with  on*  another  in  expressing  their 
admiration  for  the  patriotism  and 
statesmanship  Of  President  Wilsons 
address  to  Congress.  The  correspond- 
ent here  presents  the  comments  of 
gome  eminent  leaden  of  British  opin- 
ion: 

The  Duke  of  Rutland:  -In  my  opin- 
ion the  statement  that/  appears  in  to- 
day's papers  that  President  Wilson 
hag  asked  Congress  to  declare  that  a 
state  of  War  exists  between  the 
United  states  and  Germany  Is  by  far 
the  most  grave  and  far-reaching  pro- 
nouncement that  has  boon  mad*  since 
the  early  days  of  tho  war.  Should 
Congress  support  and  endorse  Presi- 
dent Wilson's  attitude,  than  a  huge 
step  toward  tho  termination  of  the  war 
will   have  been    taken. 

"The  United  States  -wholeheartedly 
supports  President  Wilson,  and  it  Is 
almost  Impossible  to  gauge  the  amount 
of  active  and  passive  help  which  It 
cm  give  to  tho  Allies.  The  resources 
of  America  are  gigantic  Vast  quanti- 
ties of  men,  money  and  material  are 
at  her  disposal,  and  with  a  united  and 
resolute  country  at  hi*  back,  Presi- 
dent Wilson  can  render  enormous  as- 
sistance to  the  Allies  with  her  fleet, 
support  financially  and  many  other 
ways. 

In  Conatry's  Support 

"Personally.  I  have  always  felt  that 
President  Wilson  was  singularly  well 
advised  not  to  urge  the  United  States 
to  take  an  active  share  in  this  fear- 
ful war  till  he  was  sure  he  would 
have  the  whole  vast  force  of  thai 
country  at  his  back,  and  also  not  till 
preliminary  steps  had  been  taken  to 
effect  some  necessary  organisation 
among  the  forees  of  his  country,  both 
civil  and  military. 

"He  has  now,  as  far  as  It  is  pos- 
sible for  me  to  judge,  secured  the  one 
and  gone  far  towards  carrying  out  the 
other  object.  Consequently  he  has 
chosen  this  moment  to  move,  and  that 
move  may  prove  the  only  one  to  de- 
cide this  gigantic  conflict.  We  have 
read  how  In  the  past  when  Amerloa 
has  once  put  her  shoulder  to  the  wheel 
of  war,  she  has  never  resisted  till  she 
rolled  whither  she  desired,  and  in  the 
present  ease  as  she  has  decided  to 
throw  in  her  lot  with  those  who  are 
fighting  for  the  cuse  of  freedom,  of 
Justice,  of  truth,  and  of  national  hon- 
or, she  will  not  cease  to  Aght  on  the 
side  of  the  Allies  till  she  has  flnally 
helped  to  compel  Germany  and  Aus- 
tria to  accept  terms  which  will  for 
ages  bring  to  the  civilized  world 
peace,  prosperity  and  national  hap- 
piness." 

Right  Hon.  Herbert  L.  Samuel,  form- 
er  Home    Secretary: 

"With  thankful  hearts  we  grasp 
hands  with  the  sister  democracy  of 
the  West,  our  comrades  now  In  the 
fight  against  the  last  stronghold  of 
militarism  and  autocracy.  With  her 
powerful  help  it  will  surely  be  over- 
thrown and  mankind  set  free  to  live 
at   last   In   peace  and   brotherhood." 

Lord  Blythe:  "Much  as  tho  Alllea 
welcome  the  coming  In  of  America  on 
account  of  her  material  strength,  they 
welcome  still  more  the  adhesion  of  the 
great  republic  because  It  affords  to  the 
whole  civilized  world  abundant  con- 
firmation of  the  fact  that  the  Allies 
have  been  fighting  for  right  against 
might,  and  for  the  common  cause  of 
humanity." 

Hartley  Withers,  a  well  known 
economist:  "It  is  the  biggest  thing  in 
history.  Hitherto  the  United  States 
has  led  the  world  in  rapidity  of  in- 
ternal development  and  openness  of 
the  upward  road  to  all  citizens,  unre- 
stricted by  feudal  and  social  bars. 
Now  America  takes  her  place  as  cham- 
pion of  international  right.  Civiliza- 
tion is  saved,  and  a  brighter  era 
dawns   for  mankind." 

Torced  by  Oermaay 

George  B.  Shaw:  "The  entrance  of 
the  United  States  Into  the  war  was 
inevitable  for  mechanical  reasons.  Ger- 
many forced  them  to  arm  their  ship- 
ping against  submarine  attack.  Ger- 
man undersea  boats  were  sinking  Am- 
erican ships,  and  American  ships  were 
preparing  to  sink  undersea  boats  In 
self-defence. 

"This  would  have  produced  a.  situa- 
tion  worse   than  war,     because   if     an 
American    ship    captured    an    undersea 
crew  or  a  German  submarine  captured 
an  American  crew,   which  had  fired  on 
her.  the  prisoners  in  either  case  would 
have  been,   not   prisoners  of  war,    but 
pirates,    and    would    presumably      have 
.been  hanged  as  such.     Under  such  cir- 
cumstances      an       intelligent      captain 
would    not    have    taken    any    prisoners, 
and    as      Intelligent     captains     are    by 
definition    also    humane    captains,    this 
alternative    would    have    been    unbear- 
able.    Gemany  has,  In  fart,  forced  the 
United  States  to  accept  war  with  her. 
"President    Wilson,    the     only      great 
statesman,   the  war  has   produced,    has 
thus   got   an    Inside     grip  morally     by 
keeping  his   head,  and,  having  an    un- 
commonly  good   head    to    keep,    not    to 
mention    a   character    which    l.s    in     at 
one   with    the    great      American    tradi- 
tion  of    Lincoln  and   Washington,      he 
has   placed   his  country  In   an   Impreg- 
nable  position   morally   and   politically. 
She   has    escaped   all    entanglements    in 
European   alliances,     and     comes     Into 
tho  war  with  a  free  hand  and  an  abso- 
lutely  clean   record   so   far   as   aggres- 
sion   or   provocation    are    concerned. 

"Tho  President  has  not  made  a 
single  false  step,  and  every  American 
can  hack  him  without  tho  ocruples 
that  are  tearing  tender  consciences  to 
pieces  all  over  Europe,  where  every 
one  of  tho  Allies  has  boon  put  repeat- 
edly Into  false  positions  by  Its  states- 
men, and  the  alliance  as  a  whole  has 
been  compromised  by  public  documents 
which,  even  whoa  practical  conclusions 
have  been  justifiable,  and  Inevitable, 
have  been  In  tone  and  thought  little 
bettor  than  tho  manifestos  of  brigand*. 
Those  documents  have  had,  among 
other  easels,  that  of  making  It  im- 
possible for  tho  United  States  to  come 
Into   an   alliance.

"Who  finally  doea  not  see  and  under- 
stand Chat  our  execration  of  Germany 
la  but  the  shame  we  feel  at  being  com- 
pelled by  her  to  light  her  with  her  own 
weapons,  and  to  resemble  her,  if  only 
for  on  hour,  under  the  cowl  ohe  makea 
ua  wear  in  order  to  preserve  the  light 
of  our  countenance?"

To   Max  Harden. 

To  Maximilian  Harden,  the  editor  of 
The  Berlin  Zukunflt,  M.  Loyson,  in  1910,° 
went  to  put  a  stop  to  the  perpetual 
clash  of  pens,  which  was  inciting  the 
clash  of  steel  between  our  two  coun- 
tries," and  then  in  August,  1915,  he 
writes  to  Harden  this  bitter  letter:

"Two  months  from  then  we  had  the 
ultimatum  to  Serbia,  which  Austria, 
you  say,

The 
Imperial  Institute  Is  doing  useful  work 
In  encouraging  experiments,  in  analyz- 
ing samples  of  leaf  sent  to  London,  and 
In  obtaining  commercial  option  on  the 
practical  value  of  the  tobacco. 

"Definite  success  has  until  now  been 
confined  to  a  few  districts.  Borneo  for 
many  years  has  raised  an  excellent 
ctRur  leaf;  in  Nyasaland '  and  Rhodesia 
the  industry  is  capable  of  great  exten- 
sion with  every  promise  of  valuable 
results;  Jamaica  la  producing  cigars  of 
good  quality,  and  expert  opinion  pro- 
nounces the  soil  and  condition*  there 
to  be  admirably  suited  to  the  growth 
of  a  leaf  which  could  challenge  com- 
parison with  the  best  Havana  tobacco. 
Manufacturers  are  keenly  Interested  In 
the  development  of  the  tobacco-grow- 
ing Industry  In  .these  four  areas,  and 
recently  when  restrictions  on  the.  im- 
portation of  tobacco  Into  this  country 
were  Imposed,  they  persuaded  the  Gov- 
ernment to  exclude  from  the  operation 
of  the  order  tobacco  grown  In  Xyasa- 
land  and  Rhodesia.  At  present  e  great 
deal  of  Nyaaaland  tobacco,  blended  with 
other  growths.  Is  being  smoked  by  our 
soldiers  and  sailors. 

"Tobacco  grown  in  Nyaaaland  and 
Rhodesia  resembles  very  closely  the 
American  leaf,  which  as  long  as  smok- 
ing has  been  a  popular  habit  haa  been 
the  staple  article  used  In  the  manufac- 
ture of  pipe  and  cigarette  tobacco. 

"Tobaccos  other  than  thoae  grown  In 
Virginia  and  Kentucky  are  still  known 
aa  substitutes.  The  word  became  com- 
mon In  the  trade  during  the  American 
clvU  war  when  American  tobacco  could 
not  he  obtained,  and  manufacturers 
went  looking  all  over  the  world  for 
something  to  replace  It.  If  when  the 
war  la  over  the  necessary  labor  and 
capital  can  he  devoted  to  the  cultiva- 
tion of  tobacco  In  Nyaaaland.  Empire- 
grown  leaf  will  soon  become  something 
more  than  a  substitute. 

"In  addition  to  these  areas  which  are 
already  growing  tobacco  on  a  commer- 
cial basis,  practically  every  one  of  the 
dominions  haa  tried  and  Is  aUll  trying 
to  create  or  reproduce  a  satisfactory 
tobacco  leaf.  Attempts  are  at  present 
being  made  In  Cyprus  to  produce  lata- 
aJa  tobacco,  which  obtalas   It*  dUtlnc- 


tlve  flavor  by  a  secret  curing  process. 
Refugees  from  Asia  Minor  who  have 
settled  in  the  island  during  the  war 
believe  they  have  discovered  In  Cyprus 
the  tree  which  yields  the  wood  neces- 
sary for  the  process,  and  a  good  deal 
is  hoped  for  from  the  experiments  now 
being  conducted.  Good  tobacco  of  the 
Turkish  type  is  already  grown  1n 
Cyprus. 

"Canada  produces  a  plug  tobacco 
which  is  smoked  in  the  Dominion,  but 
is  too  coarse  to  command  a  ready  sale 
here.  The  consumption  of  Australian 
tobacco  is  confined  to  the  Common- 
wealth. Cigar  tobacco  is  being  grown 
In  Ceylon.  The  leaf  burns  well,  and  the 
chemical  composition  Is  satisfactory, 
but  the  flavor  is  rather  strong  and 
pungent.  With  improved  cultivation  it 
he  believed  that  a  good  ctgar  filler  would 
be  produced.  If  Mauritius  cigars  It  is 
reported  that  they  are  not  salable  in 
the  United  Kingdom  at  a  remunerative 
prices.  Experiments  in  Bermuda  and 
the  Bahamas  show  that  it  is  difficult 
to  grow  there  a  good  burning  leaf  ow- 
ing to  a  lack  of  sufficient  potash  in 
the  soil.  In  Uganda  a  good  deal  of 
the  Turkish  variety  can  be  grown,  but 
the  crop  is  always  in  danger  from 
violent  hailstorms.  Samples  which  have 
just  arrived  from  northern  Nigeria  sug- 
gest the  possibility  of  producing  there 
a  good  sun-dried  tobacco.  Good  results 
could  also   be  obtained  In  Papau. 

"It  has  been  suggested  that  to  en- 
courage the  cultivation  of  tobacco  with- 
in the  Empire  a  lower  rate  of  duty 
should  be  Imposed  on  Empire-grown 
material  than  upon  the  tobacco  import- 
ed from  other  countries.  The  one  objec- 
tion to  this  would  arise  In  regard  to  the 
drawback. 

"In  Nyaaaland  and  Rhodesia  at  any 
rate  a  good  start  has  been  made,  and 
these  countries  should  eventually  be- 
come great  tobacco  exporting  areas."

While  Fishing  Off  Breakwater 
for  Cod  Lands  No  Less  Than 
Four  Octupuses— Are  Valu- 
able as  Bait. 


GRMM  PfflC 
TO  DIM  SCHOONER 

Tillamook  Will  Ply  Between 
Prince  Rupert  and  Ketchi- 
kan—Attempt  to  Float  ss. 
Prince  Rupert  on  April  13. 


As  ftmorted  In  Tuesday's  Colonist 
the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  have  pur- 
chased an  American  bottom  for  the 
purpose  of  maintaining  a  regular  ser- 
vice between  Prince  Rupert  and  Ket- 
chikan. It  Is  now  announced  that 
the  boat  parehased  is  the  power 
schooner  Tillamook.  The  vessel  Is 
neV  »t  Portland  but  will  be  ready  to 
enter  the  freight  and  passenger  ser- 
vice up  North  Within  fifteen  days.  Her 
passenger  accommodation  it  limited 
but  the  boat  Is  capable  of  carrying  a 
good  cargo  and  It  Is  expected  that  she 
will  carry  a  lot  of  flsh  and  general 
freight.     She   la   a    twin-screw   vessel. 

Captain  C.  H.  Nicholson,  manager  of 
tbe  G.  T.  P.  steamship  service,  left 
Vancouver  on  Monday  night  on  the 
G.  T.  P.  steamer  Prince  George.  He  Is 
bound  for  the  scene  of  the  wreck  of 
the  steamer  Prince  Rupert,  ashore  on 
the  West  Coast  of  Genn  Island.  Word 
from  the  stranded  vessel  Is  that  the 
salvors  art  making  headway  In  blast- 
ing reek  and  building  ways,  and  It  Is 
anticipated  that  an  attempt  to  float  the 
steamer  will  be  made  April  IS,  a  high 
tide  being  due  at  that  time.  The 
Rupert  has  been  ashore  since  March 
C3. 


Although  It  Is  quite  a  common  oc- 
currence for  a  fisherman  to  come  In 
contact  with  an  ©ctupus  in  local 
waters,  It  Is  quite  an  unusual  thing 
for  one  man  to  land  four  of  them  at 
the  same  time,  yet  this  waa  the  ex- 
perience of  a  fisherman  who  delivered 
a  supply  of  fresh  flsh  to  P.  Burns  * 
Company,  Ltd..  at  902  Government 
Street,  yesterday  and  who  walked  Into 
the  establishment  with  the  arms  of  one 
of  the  sea  Inhabitants  clinging  tenacl- 
ously  to  his  coat  sleeves  and  other 
portions  of  his  clothing.  The  octupuses 
were  caught  while  the  man  was  en- 
gaged in  fishing  near  the  Ogden  Point 
breakwater. 

The  man  said  it  would  not  pay  him 
to  part  with  this  one  specimen  alone 
for  S100  as  it  was  worth  more  than 
that  amount  to  him  as  bait.  However, 
he  agreed  to  leave  It  with  P.  Burns 
until  today,  and  all  day  yesterday  it 
attracted  considerable  attention  in  the 
Window  of  the  Ipcal  butchers'  estab- 
lishment. The  creature  was  so  lively 
when  first  placed  In  the  window  that 
""everftfrhir'hs*  ter-be  dleerad  out  ot  its 
way  and  several  times  it  climbed  half 
way  up  the  glees  and  spread  Itself 
out   In  weird  patterns  on   the   window 

pane. 

It  was  no  easy  matter  to  get  the  oc- 
tupus  separated  from  its  captor  and 
every  time  on*  of  its  suckers  was 
drawn  away  from  the  fisherman's 
sou'wester  a  noise  was  made  like  a 
firecracker  going  off  or  the  drawing  of 
a  cork.  One  of  the  three  remaining 
octupuses  which  the  fisherman  left  In 
his  boat  weighed  no  less  than?  24S 
pounds. 

It  Is  frequently  said  that  It  is  the 
meat  of  theee  creatures  which  forms 
the  "chicken"  used  in  the  making  of 
the  chop-suey  served  up  In  Chinese 
restaurants  and  which  some  people 
find  so  delectable.

BIOS  CLOSE  TONIGHT 


LONDON.  April  4  (via  Router's  Ot- 
tawa Agency)— A  Capetown  despatch 
says: 

"A  special  session  of  the  Basutoland 
council,  oonvenod  to  discuss  the  High 
Commissioner's  appeal  for  native  war 
labor  overseas,  concluded  satisfactorily 
yesterday.  The'  appeal  embodied  a 
scheme  for  the  enlistment  of  native  la* 
bor  controlled  by  the  Basutoland  Coun- 
cil. The  Basuto  chiefs  and  councillors 
offered  their  servlcee,  and  the  high 
chief  ordered  the  other  chiefs  to  tour 
the  country,  directing  the  natives  to 
prepare  for  European  eervlce.  Speaking 
in  the  Council  be  dwelt  on  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Basutoe,  and  declared: 

'"As  King  George's  house  Is  afire,  It

LONDON,  April  4. — Roman  Dmowskl. 
leader  of  the  Poles,  and  a  former  mem- 
ber of  the  Russian  Duma,  in  a  state- 
ment yesterday  concerning  President 
Wilson's  address  to  Congress,  said: 

"From  the  Polish  standpoint  the  par- 
ticipation of  tbe  United  States  in  the 
war  is  most  desirable.  We  are  sure  In 
Our  struggle  for  the  recognition  of  our 
position  among  nations  If  we  have  the 
full  sympathy  of  the  United  Btates. 
The  most  difficult  part  of  our  task  ia 
retaking;  from  Germany  her  Polish  prov- 
inces, which  are  of  first  importance  to 
our  nation's  future.  The  United  States 
will,  be  an  Important  factor  in  support 
of  our  claim." 

War  SJngtsed  of  Stowtnir 
CAMBRIDGE,  Mass.,  April  4.— Sus-

NEW  YORK,  April  4.— An  extremely 
large  proportion  of  today's  stock  mar- 
ket dealings  emanated  from  professional 
sources,  that  element  assuming  a  more 
agresslve  sta.vl  off  t.i3  abort  aide,  with 
consequent  depreciation  in  prices. 
Washington  waa  a«aiu  the  centre  of  ab- 
sorbing Interest,  •)utfd>vclopment3  there 
were  partly  nullified  by  peace  rumors, 
more  unfavorable  crop  advices  aid  un- 
satisfactory railroad  returns.  Although 
April  Interest  and  divJt'end  cUrburse- 
menta  will  exceed  all  previous  rjecrda, 
the  revenues  derl%-ab;e  rrom-that  quar- 
ter have  yet  to  find  investment  chan- 
nels. 

The  further  salary  and  waga  in- 
creases granted  by  the  United  Stateo 
Steel  Corporation  confirm  the  prosper- 
ous state  of  that  Important  Industry, 
and  will,  it  Is  expected,  be  followed  by 
similar  action  in  other  branches  of 
manufacture. 

Europe'*  encouragement  at  the  stand 
taken  by  the  American  Government  waa 
indicated  by  a  buoyant  London  market 
iir-d  a  general  advance  here  of  remit- 
tances to  virtually  all  centres  of  the 
Entente  Allies.  Francs  were  especially 
stronger,  and  Urea  and  roubles  Im- 
proved  over    yesterday's   advances. 

United  States  Steel's  course  was  typ- 
ical of  the  general  market,  shippings 
and  a  few  specialties  excepted.  Steel 
rose  and  fell  on  an  enormous  turnover 
between  118%  and  114ft,  closing  at  115. 
a  net  loss  of  Hi.  Bethlehem  Steel  and 
kindred  munitions  and  equipments  re- 
corded gross  declines  of  2  to  4  points, 
with  an  average  of  1  ft  for  coppers  and 
allied  metals.  Oils  were  heavy,  with 
fertilizers.  Industrial  Alcohol,  and  Wil- 
son Packing.  Motors  were  the  weakest 
feature*,  losing  2  to  4  points,  with  ac- 
cessories. 

Shippings, especially  Mercantile  Ma- 
rines, were  fhe  sustaining  feature  of  the 
session,  the  preferred  rising  4  points, 
to  88,  with  3  for  the  common  at  38%. 
Rails  were  irregular  on  email  transac- 
tions. Total  sales  of  atock,  770,000 
shares. 

Dealings  in  bonds  were  diversified 
but  confusing,  internationals  moving 
contrarlly,  with  a  lower  trend  for  most 
domestic  Issues,  Including  rails.  Total 
sales  (par  value),  $4,545,000.  United 
States  bonds  were  unchanged  on  call.

Mr.  Oscar  Lachmnud,  of  Greenwood, 
Boundary  district,  general  manager,  and 
Mr.  F.  S.  Norcross.  of  Copper  Mountain, 
Silkameen.  superintendent  of  mines  for 
the  British  Columbia  Copper  Company, 
have  gone  to  New  York  City  to  attend 
the  annual  meetings  of  that  company 
and  the  Canada  Copper  Corporation, 
which  controls  it.  It  ts  stated  that  the 
extent  of  the  further  work  to  be  done 
this  year  on  the  big  group  of  mineral 
claims  on  Copper  Mountain  the  com- 
pany has  for  several  years  been  explor- 
ing and  developing  will  be  determined 
by  the  management  at  a  conference  of 
directors  and  officials  in  New  York. 
Lucky  Jim  Affairs 

Newspapers  report  the  following  de- 
velopments In  the  tangle  In  the  affairs 
of  the  Lucky  Jim  Zinc  Mines,  Limited, 
owning  the  zinc  mine  in  Slocan  district, 
with  Mr.  A.  G.  Larson  as  receiver  under 
the  direction  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
British  Columbia,  has  during  the  last 
year  made  gratifying  progress  toward 
liquidation  of  the  most  of  Its  pressing 
heavy  liabilities:  Mr.  G.  Weaver  Loper, 
former  secretary  of  the  Lucky  Jim  Zinc 
Mines,  Limited,  had  a  stated  time  in 
which  to  turn  over  to  Mr.  Walter  J. 
Nicholls  negotiable  bonds  of  the  com- 
pany valued  at  1150,000.  and  the  books 
and  records  of  the  company.  After 
hearing  arguments  on  a  show  cause  or- 
der in  the  Superior  Court  In  Spokane 
recently,  Judge  Blake  signed  an  order 
for  the  issuing  of  a  peremptory  writ  of 
mandamus  against  Mr.  Loper.  Mr. 
NicrtollB  started  an  action  for  a  writ  of 
mandamus  a  month  ago,  declaring  that 
ho  had  been  elected  secretary  of  the 
company  to  succeed  Mr.  Loper,  but  that 
the  latter  had  refused  to  turn  over  the 
records  of  the  company  and  the  bonds. 
Mr.  Loper  resisted  the  action  on  the 
grounds  that  Mr.  Nicholls  had  been  il- 
legally elected^  secretary,  and  that  the 
Spokane  courts  had  no  Jurisdiction,  as 
the  company  is  operating  In  British  Co- 
lumbia. 

Mining  in  Kamloopg  Division 

Ore  receipts  at  the  Trail  smeltery 
from  Kamloops  Mining  Division  in  1916 
totalled  4,531  tons,  by  far  the  greater 
part  of  which  was  from  the  Iron  Mask 
mine,  only  very  small  proportions  of 
the  total  having  been  from  the  Fog 
Horn,  Pot  Hook,  and  Wind  Pass  mines. 
This  year,  to  March  21,  inclusive,  fjtie 
total  is  1,339  tons,  of  which  1,254  tons 
has  come  from  the  Iron  Mask  property, 
64  tons  from  the  Queen  Bess  (a  new 
shipper),  and  31  tons  from  the  Wind 
Pass.  The  Preliminary  Report  for  1916 
says: 

"The  Iron  Mask  mine,  on  Coal  Hill, 
abcut  six  miles  south  from  Kamloops, 
was  operated  continuously  during  1916, 
and  approximately  8,000  tons  of  ore  was 
shipped  and  some  fifty  or  sixty  men 
employed.  The  ore  from  this  mine  usu- 
ally averages  about  5  per  cent  copper 
content  and  low  gold  and  stiver  value, 
Judging  from  assays  of  several  sam- 
plings made  by  Mr.  W.  M.  Brewer,  M. 
10. ,  at  various  examinations  made  by 
him. 

"This  property  1s  fully  equipped 
throughout  with  electrical  power,  de- 
rived from  the  hydro-electric  power 
plant  owned  by  the  city  of  Kamloops. 
A  considerable  proportion  of  the  ore 
mined  Is  concentrated  In  a  plant  with  a 
capacity  of  600  tons  a  day,  which,  It  is 
reported,  Is  to  be  Improved  by  the  ad- 
dition of  an  oil-flotation  plant,  by 
which  it  is  expected  an  increased  ex- 
traction will   be  made. 

"The  development  worn  done  during 
11)16  has  been  quite  '  considerable,  and 
with  the  purpose  of  determining  the  ex- 
tent of  the  ore-bodies  below  the  700-foot 
level  on  the  Iron  Mask,  and  below  the 
300-foot  level  on  the  Frin,  which  are 
the  two  mineral  claims  that  have  so 
far  been  producing  on  a  commercial 
scale.  There  are  ten  mineral  claims  in- 
cluded in  tho  property,  but  most,  of  the 
development  has  been  confined  to  the 
two  mentioned. 

"There  are  many  other  mineral  claims 
in  the  Kamloops  mining  Division 
which  have  promising  possibilities,  hut 
are  considerably  handicapped  by  lack  of 
cheap  transportation  to  the  railways,  as 
most  of  the  claims  are  located  from  six 
to  ten  miles  southerly  from  Kamloops; 
and  while  the  wagon-roads  are  good,  the 
grade  of  the  ore  is  not  sufficiently  high 
to  permit  of  wagon  or  auto-truck  trans- 
portation." 

Bsimont  Canadian  Mines,  Limited 

In  the  Preliminary  Report,  published 
early  last  year  by  the  Provincial  Bu- 
reau of  Mines,  particulars  were  given 
of  mining  on  Princess  Royal  Island, 
situated  in  close  proximity  to  the  Main- 
land of  British  Columbia,  about  midway 
bstween  the  north  end  of  Vancouver 
Island  and   Prince  Rupert,  as  under: 

"Tho  D.  I.  8.  group  at  Surf  Inlet, 
Princess  Royal  Island,  which  has  been 
under  bond  for  the  past  two  years  to 
the  Tonopah-Belmont  Development  Com- 
pany, of  Tonopah,  Nevada,  was  pur- 
chased by  that  company  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  price  paid  was  $160,000 
for  an  80  per  cent  interest,  the  original 
company — the  8urf  Inlet  Gold  Mines. 
Limited— retaining  one-fifth  of  the 
stock.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Tonopah 
Company  agreed  to  put  up  a  250-ton 
mill,  the  construction  of  which  will  be 
started  Immediately.  This  will  mean 
that  a  new  gold-producing  mine,  in  a 
hitherto  unproductive  region,  will  soon 
be  added  to  the  shipping  mines  of  the 
Province. 

"The  Tonopah  Company  will  have 
spent,  by  the  time  the  mill  Is  completed, 
and  with  development  and  purchase 
moneys,  close  tc  |I,0#4).0©»,  and  it  is 
therefore,  to  be  presumed  that  they 
have,  in  the  development  work,  proved 
up  a  considerable  tonnage  of  ore. 

"The  ore-bod  las  consist  of  veins  and 
masses  of  quarts  carrying  pyrtte.  In 
sheered  tone  fissures  in  granite,  and  are 
sometimes  of  considerable  stse.  Tho 
veins  Is  In  geld  and  possibly  a  vary 
little  silver,  occurring  pertly  In  the  py- 
rfta  and  partly  fro*.  It  ts  not  known 
whet  type  of  mill  is  to  be  erected,  bat 
the  ore  should  be  a  cempernttvely  easy 
ore  to  treat  "

wns  rnelnAed  hs  tbe  Preliminary  Report 
for   IMS.  as  follows 


•quipping  of  tho  property  of  the  Surf 
Inlet  Mines,  Limited,  on  Princess  Royal 
Island,  recently  acquired  by  the  Belmont 
Canadian  alines,  Limited,  a  subsidiary 
of  the  Tonopah-Belmont  Company,  was 
actively  carried  on  during  the  year.  De- 
velopments on  the  lower  levels  of  the 
mine  are  said  to  have  been  very  satis- 
factory, both  in  regard  to  the  quantity 
of  ore  disclosed  and  ths  value  of  this 
ore,  which  is  a  white  quarts,  containing 
pvrltiferous  iron  sulphides  carrying 
gold,  together  with  a  little  copper  and 
silver,  and  Is  a  difficult  ore  to  mill  so 
as  to  save  the  most  of  the  value.

PROTECTIVE  TARE? 

Free  Trade  Impossible  in  Can- 
ada, Declares  Prof.  Montpe- 
tlt  in  Address  Before  Re- 
form Club  of  Montreal, 


Mr.  Edward  Montpetit.  professor  of 
political  economy  at  Laval,  was  the 
guest  of  honor  at  the  Reform  Club 
luncheon  at  Montreal  a  few  days  ago. 
In  hin  address  he  passed  In  review 
the  commercial  policy  of  Canada  from 
before  Confederation  to  the  present 
time. 

Professor  Montpetit  declared  that  the 
wisest  men  of  the  times  hold  that 
nil  .new  countries  require  a  moderate- 
ly protective  tariff,  consequently  free 
trade  should  not  be  a  live  Issue  in 
thla  country-  When  England  adopted 
free  trade  there  was  a  crista  In  Can- 
ada, and  several  leaders,  one  of  whom 
afterwards  became  a  Prime  Minister  of 
Canada,  signed  a  manifesto  favoring 
annexation  to  the  United  State*.  At 
that  time  there  were  four  schools  of 
,  political  thought  in  Canada.  The  first 
favored  free  trade,  the  second  protec- 
tion, the  third  reciprocity  with  the 
neighboring  republic,  and  the  fourth 
annexation  pure  and  simple.  A  reci- 
procity treaty  was  signed  in  1864,  but 
at  the  close  of  the  Civil  War  in  1866. 
the  United  states,  to  punish  Canada 
for  alleged  hostility  to  the  Northern 
cause  and  to  force  her  Into  the  union, 
abrogated  the  treaty.  This  action, 
however,  had  a  contrary  effect.  The 
Canadian  Confederation  was  the  re- 
sult, and  a  new  orientation  of  Canada's 
commercial  interests  followed  closely 
on  the  heels  of  the  British  North  Am- 
erica Act. 

Mr.  Montpetit  then  described  the 
advent  of  the  National  Policy  under 
Sir  John  A.  Macdonald.  whom  he  de- 
signated as  a  great  man,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  protecting  and  developing  the 
Industries,  although,  he  said.  Sir  John 
always  favored  a  measure  of  reci- 
procity, and  the  Canadian  Tariff  Act 
always  contained  a  clause  which  au- 
thorised an  exchange  in  natural  pro- 
ducts whenever  the  United  States 
thought  fit  to  acquiesce  in  such  a  pol- 
icy. 

The  triumph  of  tl.e  Libera,  party 
In  1898  was  then  referred  to,  and  the 
speaker  said  that  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurter 
find  bis  friends  did  not  altogether 
change  their  opinions  on  tariff  mat- 
ters after  they  had  reached  power.  In 
fact,  the  Liberal  leader  had  said  that 
absolute  free  trade  was  not  always 
the  political  creed  of  the  Liberal  party. 

From  18»7,  the  year  of  the  Fielding 
tariff,  dated  the  development  of  Can- 
ada's' commercial  Interests  abroad,  as 
from  that  time  Canada  played  a  far 
more  Important  part  In  the  commercial 
world  and  exercised  her  influence  to  a 
greater  extent  than  before,  England 
was  .given  a  policy  of  preference, 
while  several  treaties  with  Belgium 
and  othor  countries  were  denounced. 
The  speaker  declared  that  tha  fiscal 
policy  of  the  Liberals .  was  planted  by 
Sir  Hypollte  Lafontalne  and  Sir 
(leorge  B.  Cartler,  and  came  to  frui- 
tion during  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurlor's  re- 
gime, coasoqnontly  he  declared  that 
e  greet  deal  of  tea  prats*  was  due  to 
the  Fraecb-Canadlan  leaders  and  peo- 
ple.

ley  in  the  future?"  asked  Mr.  Mont- 
petit. Although  the  question  was  a 
difficult  one  to  answer,  there  must  be 
a  great  preparation  for  events  subse- 
quent to  the  war.  Germany  Is  already 
building  ships   and   making  all   possible 

preparations  to  meet  after-war  con- 
tingencies, consequently  Canada  must 
follow  suit.  "We  may  say  that  we  Will 
not  buy  from  Germany,  but  it  is  dim- 
cult  to  say  from  what  source  German 
goods  will  come  after  the  conflict.  We 
are  fighting  today  because  Germany  is 
seeking  to  impose  her  economic  condi- 
tions on  the  world,  and  she  will  seek 
to  impose  her  trade  policy  on  the  world 
as  she  did  before  the  war,  so  Canada 
must  drop  such  sterile  debates  as  those 
on  free  trade  versus  protection.  A 
I  moderate  protective  policy  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  all  new  countries,  and  this 
should  be  accepted  without  cavil.  Ad- 
ministrative reform  will  be  imperative 
after  the  war.  Under  secretaries  of  de- 
partments will  be  in  order,  so  a*  to 
relieve  the  political  heads,  as  ministers 
generally  have  too  much  to  do.  Our 
great  commerce  is  of  course  with  the 
United  States  and  Great  Britain,  but 
trade  should  be  sought  after  in  all 
countries,  and  treaties  signed  whenever 
possible." 

Mr.  Montpetit  strongly  advocated 
a  tariff  commission,  his  Idea  being  to 
take  the  tariff  out  of  politics.  He 
Would  have  well-informed  Canadian 
trade  agents  in  all  the  countries  of 
the  world.  This  would  cost  money,  but 
value  would  be  received  in  return.  Air. 
Montpetit  also  appealed  strongly  for 
better  education,  especially  technical 
education,  as  absolutely  necessary  to 
the  people.  The  future  of  the  French- 
Canadian  race  was  bound  up  In  Im- 
proved technical  education  and  grener- 
al  efficiency. 


Colonel  the  Hon,  P.  E,  Blondin 
and  General  Propose  to  Con- 
duct Energetic  Campaign — 
Confident  of  Success,

MONTREAL.  April  4.— Lleut.-Col. 
the  Hon.  P.  E.  Blondin,  In  an  inter- 
view made  it  clear  that  the  uppermost 
idea  at  present  in  his  mind  Is  to  put 
the  Province  of  Quebec  in  the  right 
light  before  the  other  sections  of  Can- 
ada.    He  said: 

"I  am  sure  that  the  hearts  of  the 
people  in  this  Province  are  sound.  All 
they  need  is  to  be  shown  that  it  Is 
their  duty  to  fly  to  the  colors,  and 
thoy  will  enlist  In  considerable  num- 
bers. I  am  going  from  prelate  to 
prelate,  from  priest  to  priest,  from 
father  to  father,  from  mother  to 
to  mother,  from  son  to  son,  and  I  be- 
lieve I  can  convince  them  that  the 
duty  of  this  Province,  especially,  is 
to  send  its  full  share  of  young  men 
to  help  the  British  and  French  armies 
In  the  Held,  lighting  for  liberty  and 
justice,  as  we  in  this  Dominion  under- 
stand   the    terms." 

Col.  Blondin,  while  denying  that  he 
had  ever,  in  bis  political  career,  said 
anything  of  which  any  British  citi- 
zen should  be  ashamed,  said  If  an  ad- 
mis.son  of  resentence  was  necessary  he 
would  say  that  he  had  repented,  and 
would,  from  now  till  the  end  of  the 
war,  make  amends  for  what  some  peo- 
ple called   "his   past." 

Major-General  Lessard  is  here  In  his 
capacity  as  Inspector-general  in  East- 
ern Canada  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
pletely reorganizing  recruiting  work  in 
the  'Province  of  Quebec  among  the 
French  Canadians,  and  at  the  same 
time  will  do  everything  possible  to 
help  Lleut.-Col.  the  Hon.  P.  E.  Blondin 
with  his  overseas  battalion.  "It  Is 
my  intention."  said  General  Lessard 
yesterday,  "to  start  in  at  once  and  or- 
ganize a  campaign  which  will  thor- 
oughly cover  this  Province  from  end 
to  end  and  get  right  after  the  men,' 
Just  as  is  done  in  election  campaigns." 

Lleut.-Col.  Blondin  has  appointed 
Major  L.  J.  Daly  Glngras,  late  of  the 
22nd  Battalion,  as  his  second  in  com- 
mand. Major  Gingras  saw  service  at 
the  front,  was  wounded  and  invalided 
home.

"Many,  I  dare  say,  reading  almost 
dally  of  German  perfidies,  pillaglngs  and 
atrocities,  must  sometimes  think  of  the 
Duke  of  Alva  and  his  Spanish  soldiers 
In  the  Netherlands  In  the  sixteenth 
century,"  writes  Rev.  Alexander  Robert- 
son,   of  Venice.    In   The   Scotsman. 

"They,  too.  were  what  Mr.  Morse  in 
his  book,  'An  Englishman  in  the  Rus- 
sian Ranks.'  calls  the  Germans — 'an  or- 
ganised band  of  criminals,  a  trained 
body  of  thieves  and  murderers."  The 
Germans  today  are  overrunning  much 
of  the  same  country  as  they  did,  and, 
like  them,  they  are  deporting  and  mas- 
sacring unarmed  men,  Insulting  and 
abusing  women,  mutilating  children, 
destroying  historic  buildings,  and  loot- 
ing and  burning  everywhere  with  sav- 
age cruelty. 

Kaiser  as  Spy  at  Teaico 

"And  the  Kaiser  and  his  war  lords, 
like  the  Duke  of  Alva  and  his  generals, 
nave  shown  themselves  adepts  In  decep- 
tion and  lying.  Only,  I  am  afraid,  Alva 
and  his  generals  must  yield  the  palm 
to  the  Emperor  and  his  war  lords,  for, 
whilst  the  former  deceived  a  few  cities, 
the  latter  have  deceived  and  betrayed 
every  nation  on  the  face  of  the  earth 
with  whom  they  had  dealings,  and  did 
so  whilst  professing  towards  them  the 
sincerest  friendship  and  goodwill. 

"Italy  is  conspicuously  amongst  these 
deceived  and  betrayed  nations.  For 
years  before  the  war  th*  Kaiser  came 
regularly  each  Spring  to  Venice  with  a 
large  suite,  where  he  met.  at  the  homes 
of  his  lady  friends,  Italian  naval  and 
military  authorities.  Ostensibly  his 
visits  were  the  outcome  of  admiration 
and  love  of  Italy,  but  In  reality.  Ilk* 
those  to  England,  were  made  for  spy- 
ing purposes.  And  all  this  when  Italy 
was  a  member  of  the  Triple  Alliance! 
A   Tale    Trom    the   AAriatte 

"And  now  the  blue  Adriatic  reveals 
another  instance  of  German  treachery. 
It  could  not  rest  till  its  waters  had  cast 
up   this  German    mire  and  dirt.' 

"At  midnight  on  May  21.  1915.  Italy 
declared  war  on  Austria.  On  June  27  a/ 
submarine,  measuring  120  feet  long  and 
some  fourteen  feet  wide,  with  a  dis- 
placement of  300  tons,  was  launched 
at  Pola.  going  at  once  to  Brionl.  a  moun- 
tainous Island  off  th*  Istrtan  coast,  fa- 
mous as  baring  supplied  th*  Venetians 
with  most  of  the  stones  of  which  their 
city  was  built.  She  flew  th*  Austrian 
"•«•  sed  was  numbered  U.B.-24.  She 
had  a -craw  of  fourteen  men.  Sh*  was 
built  not  to  sink  ship*  by  torpedoing 
them,  but  to  do  so  by  placing  mines  In 
their  routesT  Early  In  July  she  began 
her    work.      Across    th*    mouth    of    th* 


Taranto  Bay  she  laid  a  line  of  mines, 
hoping  to  blow  up  the  Italian  war  ves- 
sels frequenting  that  port.  But  the 
mine  sweepers  detected  them  in  time, 
and  cleared  them  away. 

"In  August  she  returned  to  Taranto, 
and  again  she  set  her  traps,  and  once 
more  they  were  detected  in  time,  and 
swept  up.  She  then  changed  her  mis- 
sion, and,  leaving  for  a  time  mine-lay- 
ing, carried  arms  and  ammunition  from 
Cattaro  to  Bardia.  In  Cyrenalca,  to  fo- 
ment and  feed  the  rebellion  of  the  Arabs 
against  Italy.  Then,  early  in  1916,  it 
became  known  that  the  Serbian  army 
and  refugees,  having  endured  terrible 
hardships  and  sufferings  In  their  Jour- 
ney across  the  mountains  of  Albania, 
were  reaching  in  safety  the  Adriatic 
coast  at  Durazzo,  and  that  Italian  ships 
were  being  sent  to  take  them  on  board 
at  that  port.  Immediately  U.B.-24  ceased 
her  Cyrenaica  mission,  and  was  busily 
engaged  sowing  the  waters  of  the  Adri- 
atic all  about  Durazzo  with  mines. 
A  Fatal  Mine 

"But  once  again  the  vigilance,  dar- 
ing and  endurance  of  the  Italian  mine- 
sweepers were  crowned  with  success, 
and  not  a  transport  was  sunk.  During 
the  months  of  February  and  March, 
1916,  U.B.-24  seems  to  have  had  a  sort 
of  roving  commission  to  go  here,  there 
and  everywhere  about  the  Adriatic  Ital- 
ian coast,  and  sow  mines  broadcast  at 
every  port.  In  the  hopes  that  some  one 
would  take  effect.  And  at  last  one  of 
them  did.  As  she  was  completing  her 
nefarious  work  outside  a  much  fre- 
quented harbor,  she  herself  struck  one 
of  her  own  mines.  A  loud  explosion  fol- 
lowed, the  vessel  was  seen  to  break 
and  bend  at  the  centre,  and  quickly 
she    disappeared    from    view. 

Th*   Sea    dives   Up   a   U-»oat 

"And  now,  after  nearly  a  year,  the 
sea  has  given  up  U.B.24  and  the  dead 
that  were  in  It,  and  at  the  same  time 
disclosed  a  tale  of  German  treachery. 
Italy  and  Germany  were  not  at  war  dur- 
ing the  operations  of  this  boat,  nor  for 
some  six  months  later.  She  met  her 
end  in  the  last  days  of  March,  1916; 
Italy  did  not  declare  War  on  Germany 
till  August  27  of  that  year;  yet  this 
boat  was  not  Austrian  at  all.  It  was 
German.  Its  true  designation  was  not 
U.B.-24,  but  L.U.C-12.  Its  officers  and 
crew  were  all  German.  Its  log  states 
that  it  was  built  at  Bremen  in  1915  In 
the  shipyard  of  one  called  Woscr.  Its 
first  operations  were  against  England  In 
the  North  Sea.  Then,  a  few  weeks  after 
Italy  had  declared  war  on  Austria,  she 
put  Into  Kiel.  She  was  there  taken  to 
pieces,  her  various  sections  put  into 
wagons,  which  on  June  21  arrived  at 
Pola.  There  the  vessel  was  recon- 
structed, and  on  the  27th,  as  I  have  said, 
crossed  over  to  the  Island  of  Brionl  to 
enter  upon  her  piratical  career  dis- 
guised as  an  Austrian  submarine.  She 
was  evidently  prepared  to  put  on  other 
disguises,  for  she  carried  an  English, 
a  French  and  a  Greek  flag  on  board. 

"Death  found  officers  and  crew  all  at 
their  posts,  and  had  overtaken  them 
suddenly,  for  they  bore  .no  traces  of 
suffering.  The  captain  was  in  the  con- 
ning tower.  He  had  evidently  perceived 
the  danger,  and  had  given  the  order, 
'Back  full  speed,'  and  his  lieutenant  had 
turned  the  indicator  to  those  words. 
But  It  was  too  late,  and  in  a  moment 
they  met  their   tragic  end. 

"But  the  end  of  the  vessel  Is  not 
yet.  Fished  up  by  the  Italians  *o  the 
light  of  day,  she  is  turning  a  new  leaf, 
and  is  about  to  enter  on  an  nonest  and 
upright  life.  She  Is  being  cleaned,  re- 
paired and  refitted,  and*,  like  a  compan- 
ion enemy  submarine  raised  many 
months  ago  from  the  bottom  of  the 
Adriatic  off  Venice,  will  soon  take  her 
place  In  the  Italian  navy  to  light  hon- 
estly In  defence  of  the  vessels  she 
sought  formerly  under  false  colors  to 
destroy."     

PREVENTED  BY  THAW 

German      Offemlve      »•>      Northern      Riowlsn 

Front   Not   Feasible  In   Present 

Ntate  of  Ground 


COPENHAGEN,  April  «.  —A  "personage 
particularly  well  Informed  Politically  and 
militarily."  who  Is  easily  recognisable  as 
Col.  von  Haeften.  of  the  Danish  general 
■tan*.  In  charge  of  the  military  department 
of  the  Foreign  Office,  has  informed  the 
Politlken  that  there  la  no  prospect  of  a 
German  offensive  on  the  Rica  front.  The 
Colonel    said : 

"The  Spring  thaw  that  la  now  setting 
In  la  enough  In  Itself  to  deprive  an  of- 
fensive of  any  chance  of  atcceaa.  Even  If 
the  Germans  should  succeed  In  taking  the 
Russian  positions.  It  would  be  Impoeaible 
for  them  to  move  artillery  and  auPPIlea  for 
an  advance  on  Petrograd.  They  would  be 
hopeleaaly   bogged." 

Colonel  ron  Haeften  also  doubts  whether 
Field  Marshal  von  Hlndenborg  contemplates 
an  offensive  on  the  Sereth  front  la  Rou- 
manla,  but  thinks  he  will  adopt  a  defen- 
sive attitude  on   the  east   front  generally. 

The   Politlken  continues: 

"Th*  statements  of  the  Oerman  ajeneral 
staff  which  have  certain  Inherent  proba- 
bilities are  another  example  of  the  German 
determination  to  quiet  Russian  apprehen- 
sion In  every  possible  way.  The  belief  la 
cherished  In  Germany  that  th*  Russian*, 
If  left  to  themselves,  will  Inevitably  con- 
tinue to  quarrel  over  Internal  questions, 
whereas  the  menac*  of  a  aareag  Oerman 
offensive  would  weld  all  Uneaten  parties 
together  la  defence  of  their  national  eatat- 
•nco."
